The Zionist Congress. 


It has now been definitely decided that the Eighteenth 
Zionist Congress shall open in Prague on August 2Ist, and 
elections of English deputies to the Congress are to be held 
on Sunday next. Devised as it originally was for quite different 
purposes, the antiquated machinery of the Congress ts singularly 
ill adapted for disposing of the host of practical problems which 
the post-War years have brought with them. It is to be 
hoped that on this occasion an effort will be made to pave the 
way for intelligent decisions by preliminary conversations of a 
more business-like Character than the somewhat hectic atmos- 
phere of the Congress usually permits. On the other hand, 
there are certain functions which only a fully representative 
Congress can perform. “The Congress is ‘incapable of laying 
down a detailed programme for two years ahead; but what it 
can do, and what no other, body can. effectively do in its place, 
is to select the leaders of the Movement, to arm them with 
unquestionable authority, and to indicate the general nature of 
the policies to which they will be expected to give effect. The 
crucial problem is, as it has always been, that of leadership. 
The last Congress, having deposed Dr. WEIZMANN, set up an 
Executive not dominated by a single commanding personality, 
and comprising a variety of heterogeneous clements. What will 
the Eighteenth Congress bring forth? It is believed that Dr, 
WEIZMANN has decided not to be a candidate for oftice. There 
was never a time when his incomparable powers were more 
urgently needed in the service of Zionism than they are to-day. 
It is at least arguable that, Zionist party-politics being what 
they are, Dr. WEIZMANN would not be justified im seeking or 
accepting office unless he were assured of election by an over- 
Whelming majority and of liberty to select his own Execut've on 
‘ts merits. In the last few weeks the Zionist Movement has 
been deprived of another outstanding figure. If there was one 
member of the Executive elected in 1931 who justified his 
appointment, it was CHAIM ARLOSOROFF who, in less than two 
vears of office, proved beyond doubt that he had the stature of 
a leader. Here is another gap to be filled. 

To be adequate to his role at a time like the present a 
member of the Zionist Executive requires a combination of 
qualities which is uncommon in any group of men, and is 
certainly not less uncommon in the Zionist Movement than 
elsewhere. There is a multiplicity of leaders of all schools of 
thought, but a fortuitous concourse of competing leaders does not 
necessarily signify leadership. The Congress will, in any case, 
have a difficult task in producing an acceptable Executive. It 
will be an impossible task unless the party spirit, which has 
now become a serious menace to the Movement, and the ever- 
growing power of the machine, are firmly checked in the face of 
a supreme emergency. No party has carried its egotism and its 
rancour to such lengths as the Revisionists. There is a general 
impression, and it is to be hoped that the impression will prove 


correct, that the Revisionists will play a much less conspicuous 
part at the next Congress than they unfortunately did at the 
last. Their irresponsible bombast has been allowed long enough 
to discredit the Movement ; we trust that Prague will show that 
they have at length over-reached themse! ves. 

In speaking of the Zionist Executive, we do not forget that 
it is only a part of the Executive of the Jewish Agency, The 
Council of the Agency, representing non-Zionists as well as 
Zionists, is accustomed to meet immediately after the Zionist 
Congress, and will presumably do so once more. But how far 
does the Council, in fact, represent non-Zionists, and what real 
authority can it claim? These are questions which Zionists 
are asking more and more insistently, and not, it must be 
wimitted, without reason. In England the non-Zionist section 
of the Agency has a real and not merely a nominal existence : 
in many other countries the position is, to say the least, obscure. 
That the Zionists, or some of them, are restive can well be 
understood; yet.this is clearly no time for any breach in such 
precarious unity as has been established. On the contrary, it 
is a time for a supreme effort to breathe life into the Agency. 
Recent events. have made the work of reconstruction in 
Palestine more than ever a matter of vital concern to Jewry as 
a whole. Never has the tide set so strongly towards Palestine, 
and it must be taken at the flood. The suggestion is sometimes 
made that because private individuals in increasing numbers 
are going to Palestine on their own initiative. the time is 
approaching when Palestine can be left to look after itself. The 
growing immigration of persons of means is to be welcomed: 
the tendency for Palestine Jewry to make itself responsible for 
its own public services—the transfer of the schools to the Va'‘ad 
Leumi is a case in point—is an encouraging sign of the times. 
But it would be a mistake to suppose that the day of the Zionist 
Organisation and the Jewish Agency, of the Keren Hayesod and 
the Keren Kayemeth, has passed or is passing. Private enter- 
prise, While it solves some problems, creates others, the nature 
of which is obvious to anyone acquainted, for example, with the 
economic life of Tel-Aviv. If the purpose is to build up a 
harmonious and well-balanced society in Palestine, the Labour 
Schedule remains as important as the “independent means” 
category, and the Chaluzim as indispensable as the capitalists. 
And again, while Palestine is gradually becoming capable of 
standing on its own feet, that stage is still far from having been 
reached. There are essential public services which cannot be 
maintained without substantial support from Jewish public funds. 
It is sometimes forgotten that private enterprise, remarkable as 
are the results it has achieved, has built upon foundations which 
were laid by the Zionist Organisation and could not have been 
laid without it. Those foundations are still needed, and it is for 
the Jewish Agency to see that they are kept intact. Nor is the 
economic future of the country without its dangers. Far from 
lingering superfluous on the s‘age, the Zionist Comgress has to- 
day, in conjunction with the Council of the Agency, as heavy 
end as responsible a task as ever confronted it. This is no time 
for party passion. In face of the present position of world 
Jewry, the Congress must present a united front. The same 
apphes to the Womens’ International Zionist Organisation. 
Too long have personal ambitions and petty vanities hampered 
the excellent work of that body. The problems facing Jewry 
are of unparalleled gravity. Wise statesmanship, sinking minor 
differences, will combine all parties for the common good.

Sudden Crisis at the Deputies. 

A serious crisis has arisen in connection with the German 
situation. We understand that at last Wednesday's Meeting of the 
Joint Foreign Committee a memorandum was presented which 
called for the transference of the handling of the German Jewish 
problem to a special body of prominent members of the 
Community. The proposal was agreed to by a narrow majority. 
The gravity of its implications needs no stressing. It means that the 
Joint Foreign Committee is not only being censured but superseded, 
and its future influence and value fatally impaired. If the new 
body is to be independent of any control, then the authority of the 
Deputies themselves must be damaged, perhaps irretrievably. If, 
on the other hand, the new Committee is to act subject to the over- 
riding voice of the Deputies, or even H the Deputies are merely 
to have the right of criticism, then two bodies will henceforth 
exist side by side, one of them wholly and the other only partly 
elected (for not all the suggested members of the proposed Com- 
mittee are members of the Board). This opens up infinite possi- 
bilities of divided counsel and divided loyalties, confusing. te

ness. for deliberation, for unselfish public spirit and, above all, for 
it harmony which 1s imperative in face ol one of the greatest 
emergencies in Jewish history. 


Lord Rothermere Swallows Hitler Whole. 


Lord Rothermere has been to Hitlerised Germany. He came, 
caw and was conquered. The article on his visit, which he contri- 
butes to the DAILY MAIL, is written from " Somewhere in Naziland’ 

a phrase curiously reminiscent of the ~ Somewhere in France,’ 
from which despatches used to be sent’ during the Great War, wit 
time his lordship’s brother, Lord Northcliffe. was thundering against 
the Huns and undermining their power with his skilful propaganda. 
fie Hun spirit has again broken loose, but in its nefarious doings 
Lord Rothermere can only see the Utopia of his dreams. His 
niticle is just a faithful rehash of worn-out Nazi stuff, and the 
(;ormans have avenged themselves for Lord Northcliffes propa 
ganda by stuffing his brother with their own propaganda up to 


tiie top of his absorptive capacity. Lord Rothermere Is em hanted 
bv what he saw in Naziland. Hedescribes in dithyvrambic language 
what heecalls “the immense benefits that the new regime is alread, 


upon rmany. One of these benefits is the liberpe 


on of the German Nation from the rapidly growing control of its 
‘enelements. The “aliens to whom he refers are the Jews, who 
have been settled in Germany for nearly 2,000 yvears—before many 
of the Germans themselves—and who. gave 06.000 men to the colou:s 

th. War, of whom 12,000 fellin battle, and 35,000 received militars 
decorations. We will not trust ourselves fittingly to characterise 
the epithet “alien,” applied to sueh a community. But it is per 
ut, and important, to inquire whether Lord Rothermere—who., 
by the way, is himself derided as a Jew by the Nazi paper ANGRIF! 

.s prepared to apply the same yardstick of citizenship to other 
ecciments among other nations, who do no conform to the prevai! 
ing racial origin. Hf so, and if his misguided notions should be 


adopted; there should be remarkable happenings in both hernis- 


Lord Rothermere does not descend very much, in his out- 
burst, te such humdrum things as statistics. But he ventures on a 
fe v figures in regard to the Jews. In the last days of the pre-Hitler 
regime, he tells his readers, there were twenty times as many Jewish 
Government officials in Germany as had existed before the War. 
Now everything, in such a calculation, depends on what the figure 
is that you multiply by twenty. If a millionaire who gave twenty 
shillings to a charity boasted that it was twenty times what he gave 
on &®& previous occasion, we should still think him a very mean 
millionaire. In the case of the German Jews, there were very few 
Jewish Government officials before the War, so that if their number 
was multiplied by twenty under the Republic their totals must 
‘till have been almost negligible. Much too, depends on the 
definition of the words Government official—in Germany, a librarian, 
for instahee, would be so denominated. We may tell Lord 

hothermere, however, that, as Mr. Israel Cohen shows in an article 
in the current QUARTERLY REVIEW, out of about 500 higher officials 
in the Reich Government on the eve of the Hitler victory, there were, 
at the most, fifteen who were Jews or of Jewish origin. Of a total of 
300 higher officials in the Departments of the Prussian Government. 
there were some ten Jews or persons of Jewish extraction. while 
among all the local administrative dignitaries, such as Oberpraesi- 
denten, Government Presidents and Landraete, there was not a 
single Jew. When Lord Rothermere talks of the German nation 
rapidly falling under the control of its alien elements he must be 
referring chiefly, if not entirely, to the higher Government posts. 
If he thinks that the handful of Jews who held such positions could 
dominate Germany, then, to adapt Mr. Lloyd George's words last 
week, he is “pinning” on the German breast “the badge of 
inferiority,” and he is making his German friends and mentors look 
supremely ridiculous! | 


THE TRUTA. 


Lord Rothiermere would have his readers believe that the first 


consequence of the new spirit with which Hitler has inspired 
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Germany is “a conspicuous revival of her internal trade.” If he 
has detected this revival it is not apparent to other eyes. Did he 
notice it at Hamburg, which visitors describe as in the doldrums? 
Did he find it at Leipzig, where the fur trade is perturbed? Or did 
he hear about it at the German spas, which are screaming for 
Jewish patrons and promising them the moon? No doubt the 
flag and uniform makers are busy, and probably the fire-works 
makers fon. The armaments manufacturers, also, are working at 
high pressure, and likewise the steel industry—with orders for the 
army. Chea» loans to speculative builders financed by credit 
inflation. and road construction, provided for, in part, by a forced 
loan, also lend a specious air of activity to the domestic economy 

whatever the anxious foreigner may think about them. But we invite 
Lord Rothermere’s attention to the recent report in the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN that the economic ruin of German Jewry is having 
disastrous consequences on retail trade, and to the further report 
that the Federation of German Grain Merchants has been so hard 
hit by the expulsion of its Jewish members that it is clamouring 
for their return. If Lord Rothermere wants further evidence of 
the same trend we will furnish it in disconcerting volume. For 
instance. as a result of Nazi enmity towards the large stores, the 
turnover of these concerns, according to the official German retail 
trade statistics, has fallen by 17 per cent. since April, as compared 
with the same period last year. The deliveries made to the stores 
by suppliers diminished in April by 274 per cent. as compared with 
April, 1932, this coming on top of heavy reductions recorded for the 
three previous months. Again, the newspapers in Saxony reported 
a statement made by the Minister of Economic Affairs the other 
dav, in which that high official remarked that “in several branches 
of industry. in so far as non-Aryan wholesalers or retailers are 
concerned, the allocation of orders has dropped off to an alarming 
extent, or has been comp'etely stopped. This stoppage of business, 
he added, “ has led to the dismissal of workers in several branches 
Where, then,

German trad: Moreover, why does he limit himself to internal 


trade? What about German exports, which have fallen heavily 
and compelled a declaration of a moratorium on Germany's foreign 
debts ? Let Lord Rothermere take his Opliinism LO Germany Ss 
creditors and see what they will think of it! 


Like.others of similar disposition, while he has nothing 


to say of. the suffer.ngs of Jewish doctors, lawyers, teachers,

reports of “atrocities.” All that has happened, he says, has been 


and helpless little. children .in’.the schools he 
a few isolated acts of violence which have been generalised, 
multiplied, and exaggerated to give the lupression that Nazi 
rule is a blood-thirsty tyranny.’ Those ‘who have exposed the 
brutalities of the Naziregime are stigmatised as “old women of 
both sexes,’ “ parlour bolsheviks and cultured communists.” In 
these classes he apparently includes such Englishmen ag the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Sir Austen Chamberlain, Mr. Lloyd 
George. Sir John’ Simon, and the Editors of Tur Times, the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, and other leading British journals, all 
of whom have directed attention to the German terror and 
condemned it outright. Has he heard of the numerous lists 
of outrages presented, in protest, to the German authorities 
by the representatives of the Polish Government? Did he take 
ndvantage of his tour in his delectable Naziland to drop in unex- 
pectediy at one of the Concentration Camps or private Nazi 
prisons? We ask him to read the accounts of the horrors perpetrated 
jin the notorious Brown Houses, which appeared in the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN. He declares, ecstatically, that something far more 
Significant than a new Government has arisen among the Germans. 
“There has been a sudden expansion of their national spirit.” Yes, 
and that spirit, with its bluster and menace, as exhibited in Austria, 
is filling all their neighbours with alarm, and handicapping the 
utmost efforts of the world for psace. It may b>, as he says, that 
von Hindenburg, the ex-Crown Prince (he omits the “ex”) and 
Hitler form the keystone of the new national structure. We do 
not know how Germans will like the combination, but we remember 
that, only about a year or so ago, Hindenburg, refusing to appoint 
Hitler as Chancellor, contemptuously offered to make him a post- 
man. Let us say, finally, that we see no objection to the vision 
of youth triumphant, which so possesses the mind and soul of Lord 
Rothermere. But for youth with the rubber truncheons the civilised 
world has no use in this year of grace! As the DAILY EXPREss 
retorted to Lord Rothermere on the following day, “we need neo 
lessons from Berlin on the art of governing ourselves.” 


The Intercession Service. 

The Intercession Service at the Albert Hall last Sunday brought 
together a great concourse which practically filled the vast build- 
ing. It meeded none of the usual arts of publicity to draw the 
people there, and none were invoked. The very magnitude of the 
gathering testified to the intensity of the fecling which the 
unexampled terror in Germany has aroused. The peop!e bore them. 
selves with the dignity becoming the solemn occasion. attuned as 
they were to supplication by the exquisite appropriateness of the 
chosen texts and the moving melody and words from the Day of 
Atonement Service, so strange yet so fitting in that place and on 
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that date. “Out of the Depths” they cried unto their Redeemer. 
There was no call for vengeance, but only the Chief 
Rabbi's concluding prayer, in his powerful address, that 
“ the eyes of German rulers be opened.’ Can it be that the 
nobility of this retort to the German onslaught will pass 
unheeded, and that those members of the German people who 
have held their peace amid the Jewish tribulations will wholly pass 
it by? Can it be that some, at least. of those who have joined in 
the barbarities will not be shamed into a better heart and mind? 
As for our people the Service will fortify their spirit. It is well that 
they be reminded that there is. after all, a greater Power than the 
rulers who come and go in the long-drawn struggle of humanity 
towards the light. It is well, too, for them to hear again the 
Divine promise recited in the Service—" No weapon that is forged 
against thee shall prosper’’—and to listen to the Psalmist’s com- 


.forting words: ~ Our fathers trusted in Thee; they trusted and 


Thou didst deliver them!” We, too. must and shall retain 


our belief in Divine Providence... and the faith that has 


carried us through terrifying trials in the past will sustain 


our morate in this dark hour and carry us to deliverance 
once again. That, in a word, is the meaning, as well as the 
_utilitv, of last Sunday's Service. But the fortification of our own 


spirit must also express itself in ever greater effort on behalf of the 
afflicted. We are profoundly glad that the Chief Rabbi insisted, in 
particular, on our imperative duty to the Jewish schools and the 
seats of higher Jewish learning in Germany. We have, more than 
anvthing else, to befriend them in this crisis, to “think of the 
thousands of little children who are knocking on the doors of the 
Jewish schools because the State schools are either shut to them 
or life is made unbearable for them within their walls.” Can we, 
aiked the preacher, for a moment contemplate the closing of the 
few existing Jewish schools in Germany? For all in last Sunday's 
yreat gathering, and for every Jew who has within him a spark of 
Judaism and of pity for our martyred little ones, there can be but 
one answel 


Shechita Bill's Third Reading. 

Last week the Slaughter of Animals Bill. received its third 
reading in the House of Commons: and, as the measure will, no 
doubt, also be passed by the Upper House, we may assume tnat the 
long controversy of which it was the outcome has been settled. 
The Bill now makes compulsory the employment of an approved 
mechanical instrument. But, at the same time, it makes 
secure the exemption of Shechita from this method of 
slaughter on condition that the Shochetim are licensed by the 
Rabbinical Commission that is being set up for the purpose. 
The settlement has been retarded by differences within our 
Community which have happily been adjusted and to which no 
further reference is now necessary... We must express the hope, 
however, that the Commission will work smoothly. each member 
acting with discretion and a sane regard for the good of all. With 
the general controversy out of the way, and the casting difficulty at 
last under control, we may be justified in believing that a thorny 
problem, full of unfortunate possibilities, is finally disposed of, with 
justice to the Community and credit to the British Legislature. It 
only remains to place on record the work that has been done by the 
Jewish bodies immediately concerned, and the admirable assistance 
they have received from Mr. Janner in the House of Commons, 
v hose untiring vigilance in this matter deserves cordial recognitioa, 


Hitler Awakes? 

The speech of the Nazi leader, last Friday, to the specially 
summoned Conference of Statthalter, or regional governors, was a 
very remarkable deliverance, suggestive of a lucid moment in the 
prevalent German delirium. It would almost. seem that Herr 
Hitler, unlike such admirers as Lord Rothermere, has suddenly had 
a vision of realities, and is burning to introduce them into the 
present crazy scheme of things. “More revolutions,” he has dis- 
covered, ~ have succeeded in the first assault than have been caught 


and held afterwards. Revolution is not and must not become a 
permanent state of affairs.’ Further, “a business man should 


not be removed if he is a good business man, though 


‘not yet a National-Socialist, especially if the National-Socialist 


superseding him knows nothing about business.’ “In economic 
affairs,” he declares, with the air of an economic Columbus 
discovering a new truth, “ability alone should be the decisive 
factor.” The task of National Socialism, he went on, was to 
secure the development of the nation. They should not look 
round everywhere to see whether there was not something left to 
revolutionise. History would not pronounce her verdict on the 
Nazis according to the number of business men they had dismissed 
and locked up, but according to whether they had known how to 
provide bread. They must be able to replace the dismissed people 
by better people. What mattered now was not programmes and 
ideas, but daily bread for five million unemployed. The economic 
structure was a living organism which could not be changed at a 
stroke. Practical experience should not be rejected merely because it 


was contrary to a particular idea, and so on and so forth. One rubs

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Jews in Hiding. 


OME fifty large protest demonstrations have. I believe, been 
held so far against the German terror, besides a number of 
smaller ones. They have been enthusiastic and impressive. 
several more were contemplated but never took place. Why 
did the plans come to grief? It is worth while lifting the veil. 
lf am going to deal with two meetings in London which 
did not “come off.” Let me premise by reminding my 
readers that our authoritative body, the Joint Foreign Committee, 
long ago approved the holding of protest demonstrations. 
They did so in the belief that public opinion was the Jew's best ally 
in his desperate struggle with the Hitlerist portent—a belief which 
was strongly reiterated by Mr. Neville Laski at the J.R.E.B. Dinner 
recentiy. That being the case, one would have supposed that all! 
the minor prophets among us—Wardens and so forth—would have 
failen into line, or, at least, not have set themselves in conflict with 
the major prophets. Nothing of the kind !—as what I am about to 
write shows. 


N my first instance, the suggestion of a meeting was, to use a 
colloquialism, “turned down flat" by the Past Wardens, who 
seem to be asort of body of elder statesmen not appointed by the 
Congregation. The matter, however, was not dropped. A Com. 
mittee was appointed by the local Synagogue to deal with it. An 
ex-Bishop was willing to preside over the gathering. Then, suddenly, 
another blow fell. A very respected ex-Minister raised a cry of 
“The Enemy!" What if anti-Semites attended the meeting and 
made trouble! On that showing, Jews must never stand up for 
themselves lest their opponents resent it! No body of men can be 
secure On such terms. It was feared that a little verbal skirmish 
might occur, which the Hitlerists might hear of and exaggerate into a 
battle. But if weare never going to act for fear of Nazi perversions, 
our various Committees had better put up the shutters. Their 
occupation is gone, but not that of the Nazis who would go on 
finding plenty of things to pervert! These bogevs were quite 
familiar. They had been trotted out in other places, and beew 
proved nothing but baseless fears. But, in the end, the bogevs won. 
The meeting proposal was abandoned; and the local Jews referred 
to now sleep in peace ! 


N my second case, there was no encouragement from the Congrega- 
tion—very much the reverse! As for the Minister, he was 
already busy with the German situation; but he promised to make a 
move later, and no doubt did so. Several other gentlemen 
interested themselves. The Rural Dean was ready to co-operate ; and 
then came a full-stop. The Rural Dean had thought it advisable to 
consult Jewish opinion, and he discovered that there was Jewish opposi- 
tion to the meeting—in particular, on the part of one individual 
who considered that the Queen’s Hall Demonstration was suflicient 
and that, apparently, a local meeting was unnecessary—whatever 
else the Board of Deputies, to which the objector belonged, might, at 
that time. have believed. The result of it all was that the plan fell 
to the ground. Nazis might engage in propaganda up to the top of 
their bent, as they are doing—a cohort of Hitlerist orators is 
expected here presently. But, Queen's Hall having spoken, the 
rest must be silence. The two cases | have mentioned do not at all 
exhaust the subject, and more might be said. But I am content to 
leave it at them. 


OW I think I shall not be far wrong in stating that the real 
reason for much, if not most of the reluctance to countenance 
a pro-Jewish meeting was the old inveterate weakness—the fear of 
being seen or heard, the shrinking from public notice, the terror of 
arousing anti-Jewish sentiment. Nothing will rid our modern 
Marranos of the conviction that, if they lie lowand say nothing, 
nobody else will say anything, and their existence as a separate 
body will be overlooked and forgotten. If that attitude is a 
sensible one, then it was wrong to rejoice in the Queen's Hall 
meeting at which the Jews were thrust into the limelight, and 
I should not be surprised if some of the objectors, to whom 
I have referred above, really disliked that meeting in their 
heart of hearts. The worst of it is that all this imglorious self- 
effacement is without result. The deeper the ostrich-Jews bury 
their heads in the sand, the more determinedly do unkind people 
drag them into the daylight. Surely it is better that we face the 
world like men, and state our case with the courage that always 
wins approval, in this country at any rate. Englishmen never have 
vdmired a man who refuses to stand up boldly for himself and cultt- 
vatesa false security in hiding. Jewish Members of Parliament have 
fometimes been conspicuous by their silence on Jewish matters. 
But they have never won respect or sympathy from their fellow- 
members on that account, and they never will! They are only 
likely to hear the question which has been put by uninformed 
Gentiles during the present crisis—*“ Yes, but what are the Jews 
themselves doing ?” 


"THERE is another serious aspect of the matter to which 
I have ventured to call attention. One of the objectors 
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to a meeting, whose opposition was mainly responsible for its 
abandonment, is, as I have said, a member of the Board 
of Deputies. If the party in question can oppose the desires 
of the authoritative Jewish body, and if the example is 
followed, then there is an end of loyalty, as most people under- 
stand the word. We have already seen prominent Deputies 
openly associating themselves with a Council which presents the 
appearance of arivalconcern. That way lie division and confusion. 
What is the use of the President of the Deputies protesting against 
a swarm of new organisations and fulminating against street 
parades, if his own colleagues on the Board snap their fingers at 
the Deputies’ settled policy? One has the right, also, to put a 
further question. If, as would now appear, the meetings policy is 
to be dropped, at any rate temporarily, if street parades are anathema, 
and if the boycott is taboo,then what is to be our policy for the 
future, or have we a policy at all? Hitlerism has dug itself in. 


The latest edicts give no evidence of a change of heart. How 


are we going to meet the established slavery of German Jewry? 
Diplomacy? ... The League of Nations? .. . They will 
do nothing unless the driving force of public opinion is 
behind them, and Parliament cannot be expected continuously to 
engage in debates on Jews, and in any case will soon go 


into recess. Are we to rely on the now necessarily fitful 
attentions of the newspaper press’ That would be a frail reed 
to lean upon. Then whence is deliverance to come? With 


public protests damped down, Parliament “up,” and our leaders 
preserving a discreet and perhaps necessary silence upon their 
unseen labours, the masses, Jew and non.Jew alike, will gain the 
impression that the stage of despair and acquiescence has been 
reached, and that the German terror is tacitly, if sullenly, accepted 
us an unalterable fact. So far as non-Jews are concerned, it will not 
be easy to re-awaken indignation—‘revivals are seldom long lived. 
But. so far as Jews themselves go. the only result will be to give a 
new impulse to the popular movements which are so much depre. 
cated, and invest them with fresh plausibility and strength. The 
masses do not understand the Marranoism of which I have spoken; 
they despise it. They will turn, with increasing determination, to 
the way in which they can express themselves—an inexorable boy. 
cott—however our diplomatists may squirm, More than ever, in 
the latest circumstances, it remains the most potent weapon to 
hand, and almost the only visible evidence that we are not tiring 
of our protests. ‘There can be no business with Germany, if we are 
to show that we “ mean business.” Stand fast!

The Late Cantor Joseph Rosenblatt.

\ serviec in memory of the late Cantor Joseph Rosenblatt who diced 
recontly in Jerusalem, was held o1 Monday evening, at the Great Syna 


gosue, Duke Strect. lhe service, which was arranged by the Association 
of Ministers (Chazanim) of the United Kingdom, was conducted by the 


Revs. H. Mayerowitsch, G. Boyars and A. 5! avinsky * assisted by the choir 
of the Synagogue under the divection of Mr, 8. Alman. There was a very 
larve Congregation. 

~ Rabbi Dr. M. Hvamson. of New York, in the course of an address, 
said that they were gathered together to pay a mark of respect to the 
memory of one who had enjoyed the love and affection of thousands 
of their coreligionists all over the world. Theu vs ar friend and colleague, 
Joseph Rosenblatt, Was a man distinguished among his brethren, He was 
a aewoet singer in and had been endowed their Heavenly Father 
witha marvellous voice, with a genius for expressing and creating divinely 
beautiful harmonies and melodies. Those natural gifts he did not permit 
to lie dormant. He enltivated and developed them throughout his life 
with assiduity and perseverance. From his early childhood he served in 
the House of the Lord, and the Lord blessed him and crowned his efforts 
with phenomenal suecess. Dr. Hyamson said that he did not believe that in 
the whole of the United States there was a more popular man than Chazan 
Rosenblatt. who deserved the love and admiration of his many friends. 
Cantor Rosenblatt had his reward in secing a knowledge of the Tora 
imparted to his children, for one of his sons had been one of his ithe 
prea her's! students at the Jewish Theological Seminary, and he had 
had the honour of inducting him as Rabbi of an important orthodox congre 
gation in Baltimore. Cantor Rosenblatt had often expressed the wish ty 
live in VPalestine, or, if God willed otherwise, to die there. His wish has 
been fulfilled, for his mortal remains were interred in the sacred soil of the 
Holy Land. But he was not wholly dead, for his pure soul lived on. ** May 
He, in Whose hands are the souls of all, send the balm of solace to the 
sorrow-stricken widow and orphans who mourn the departure of this good 
man. May his genuine piety, love of faith and people, loyalty to the

Jewish Higher Educational Centre. 


A meeting of the Advisory Council of the Centre (which is under the 
auspices of the Jewish Religions Education Board) was held on Thursday 
in last week at the Communal Centre, with Dayan Pr. Feldman in the 
Chair. The Council agreed to award a studentship of £15 a year to Mr. 
Basil Stoll. The Education Officer submitted a report on the present 
position of the Centre. 

It was decided to hold the next entrance examination to the Centre 
on the 17th September at the Communal Centre. Students who intend to 
take this examination should apply to the Fducation Officer of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, from whom all particulars are obtainable. 
The date of the re-opening of the Centre was fixed for the 10th September. 
‘The Council decided to arrange for a course of ten special lectures——six 
in English and four in Hebrew—to be held next session at the Rose Hertz 
Hall of the Communal Centre, beginning in October. 

A discussion arose with regard to the desirability of publishing a 
peviodical for teachers, and it was left to the Education Officer to draw 
upascheme to be submitted to the Council at the next meeting. The 
budget for next year was considered by the Council. The Central Com- 
mittee would be responsible for two-thirds of the cost and the J.R.E.B. 
for one-third.

NEW WAVE OF ANTI-JEWISH VIOLENCE 


SQUEEZING OUT” 


ECONOMIC DECLINE SETS IN. 
ANTI-JEWISH BOYCOTT INTENSIFIED. 


\ sharp intensification of the anti-Jewish boycott, together with 
a recrudescence of unchecked violence, marks the present phase of 
Nazism and stands in glaring contrast to the move disciplined tone 
now adopted by Nazi leaders with a view to ~ checking” the zeal of 
their followers, especially when directed against trade and industry. 


There is. indeed, a significant connection between the renewed 


attacks on the Jews and the calling-off of the attacks on industry, 
and if seems that German Jewry may, as the bankruptcy of Nazi 
statesmanship becomes more evident, once more be used to create 
s diversion for the now unwelcome zeal of rank-and-file Nazis. 

The Dresdner Bank in Berlin and throughout the country has 
viven notice of dismissal to all its Jewish employees, to take effect 
from July 3ist. Only afew Jews, for whom no satisfactory substitutes 
can be found immediately, are to remain temporarily at their posts. 

More than fifteen-hundred Jewish doctors in Berlin alone, were 
dismissed from their health insurance practices on July Ist. The 
total number of Jewish doctors dismissed throughout Germany is 
estimated to reach six thousand. Dr. Frick; Reich Minister of the 
fnfterior, speaking last week at a meeting of editors of medica! 
publications, declared that he considered it the duty of every doctot 

n Germany to be guided by racial principles. <A similarspeech was 
mace bythe Reich Minister of Labour, Dr. Seldte, whodeclared that 
it was the duty of every doctor to e!iminate everything foreign in 
order to keep the German people free from alien influence. 

The indulgence of Jewish officials who served at the front has 
been drastically restricted. Certificates of service at the front are 
being issued to Jews who can prove that they actually fought in 
battle. All other Jewish officials who were already in public employ- 
ment at the outbreak of war will be dismissed. 


Driving Out Jews from Legal Profession. 


A new list of notaries and lawyers who have been prohibited 
from practising has been issued in Berlin. The list of notaries 
numbers 210 names, 200 of them practising in Berlin, while the 
list of the dismissed lawyers numbers 150, one hundred of whom 
practisedin Berlin. The new lists include Professor Max Alsberg and 
Justizrat Julius Magnus, who from 1915 has been editor of the famous 
legal periodical, the JURISTISCHE WOCHENSCHRIFT, and since 1925 
of TABLES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. The expulsions of notaries 
follow on two lists already issued numbering Over seventy and sixty. 
lt is also feared that while a proportion of Jewish lawyers are 
allowed to carry on, at least officially, this will not be the case with 
notaries, against whom the laws are far stricter. Only such Jewish 
notaries as were appointed to their positions before August 1914 
are to be permitted to continue; but as Jews before the War were 
uppointed to such positions only at an advanced age, the number 
who claim exemption is necessarily small, and practically every 
Jewish notary in Germany is faced with early dismissal. 

The restrictions against lawyers have been further tightened 
by an announcement issued by the Association of Lawyers in Berlin, 
according to which any partnership between an Aryan and Jewish 
lawyer entered into after September, 1930, must be dissolved forth. 
with, even when the Jewish partner is permitted to appear in court 
as an ex-soldier. Similarly, no Aryan lawyer may share offices with 
a Jewish lawyer. Partnership with a dismissed Jewish lawyer had 
been forbidden, in an earlier order, even when the partnership had 
been of many years standing. Jewish lawyers in Berlin who, under 
the Aryan Officials Act, were permitted to continue with their 
practice, as ex-soldiers, have been advised that it would be in their 
own interests, in order not to arouse public feeling against them, to 
form groups consisting of ten Jewish lawyers. Only one member 
of each group would appear in court on one day. The effect of 
this advice is that, while 1,200 Jewish lawyers in Berlin are permitted, 
on paper, to continue their practice, in actual fact only 120 can 
appear daily in court. |

Restrictions against foreign Jewish students and a stricte) 
application of the numerus clausus against German Jewish students 
is announced in the new educational law, which provides that in 
no circumstances must the number of Jewish students in any 
university exceed one-and-a-half per cent. of the total number. No 
Jewish students may be admitted for the coming year to those 
universities where the number of Jewish students has reached the 
quota until vacancies within the quota are available. Where the 
number is less than the quota, Jewish students may still be admitted. 
The authorities of all universities are, however, at liberty to refuse 
toenrol Jewish students even if the number of Jews is below the 
quota, and they are not obliged to state their reason for any such 
action. Only such Jewish students within the quota. will be 
sadimitted whose parents have been Closety associated with the 
Gierman nation and the German spit it. Foreign Jewish students 
may be admitted from time to time but only with the approval of 
the Central Committee for Foreign Students appointed by the State. 
Jewish students whose parents come from East European countries 
can in no circumstances be admitted, no matter low long their 
parents have lived in Germany. 

The Prussian Ministry of Education has informed all Jewish 
students in Prussian universities, including the Berlin University, 
that they need cherish no hopes that they will be admitted to the 
final examinations or be granted their diplomas. All applications 
from Jewish students for the final examinations to enable them to 
take their ce STees, dec lares the order, have been laid aside.

“Squeeze Out the Jews.” 


“No mercy should be shown in dismissing Jews,’ declared the 
Hon. President of the National Socialists’ Officials’, Union, Sprenger, 
at amass meeting in the Sports Palace in Berlin. “ Itis a matter 
of course,’ he declared, “ that in the nqw $tate non-Aryans must. be 
squeezed out of their so-called well-earhed pasitions. Every German 
employee must consider himself a civil soldier of the German army. 
In such an army there is no room for Jews, and they must there- 
fore be dismissed without any consideration.” . 

A new decree has been promulgated appointing Goebbels, the 
Nazi Propaganda Minister, dictator of musical and theatrical pro- 
ductions. Goebbels has received full powers to cancel all contracts 
already concluded by theatres with non-Arvan actors. 

Among the latest acts of the German Minister for Propaganda, 
Dr. Goebbels, is the formation of a Chamber of Wireless Companies 
to the exclusion of all Jews. The action of the Minister is a severe 
blow to all Jews in the wireless trade. 

All Jewish traders have been expelled from the market at 
Dessau. A complaint to the Municipality elicited the reply that 
the Jews should be thankful that they were permitted to remain in 
Germany at all. 

The Berlin Municipality has annotunced that no Jewish 
advertising firm will in future be allowed to use any of the 
advertising space on the municipal tramways, omnibuses and 
railways. 

An intensified boycott is being conducted against Jews, particu- 
larly in the smaller towns. While in the big cities the authorities 
are making some attempts to check the use of force, on account 
of foreign observers and visitors, no such restraint is used in the 
provinces. The growth of the anti-Jewish boycott movement is 
reported in the Rhine district. In Dortmund, Bochum, Herne and 
other towns local newspapers are distributing leaflets threatening 
members of the Nazi party with expulsion if they are seen entering 
Jewish shops. In view of the announcement that measures are 
contemplated against newspapers who accept advertisements from 
Jewish firms, all newspapers have now issued a statement that in 
future they will refuse to accept such advertisements. Reporters 
of non-Nazi papers in Westphalia have been strictly forbidden to 
attend Nazi meetings as long as their papers continue to accept 
Jewish advertisements, 


Pariah Status Foreshadowed. 


The new State Secretary to the Ministry of Economie Affairs, 
Herr Feder, has published a pamphlet in which he puts forward the 
following “ solution” of the Jewish problem: “ We see the solution 
of the Jewish question in treating them as aliens and accordingly 
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placing them under alien laws. This is not a pogrom against them. 
The Jews have just the same status in the State as Englishmen, 
Italians or Japanese. What State they want to belong to does not 
concern us ; that is a matter for each of them todecide. As subjects 
of a foreign State they have no rights in the German State. and the 
right of residence is theirs only as long as they adapt themselves to 
the laws of the State, do not commit crimes against it or its citizens, 
and as long as the German State does not find the livelihood of its 
own citizens prejudiced by their stay.” 
Jews in Germany will definitely be deprivedjof German citizen- 
ship, announced the Under-Secretary of State of the 
ministry of the Interior, Dr. Pfundtner, at a meeting of officials of 
the Academy of State Management. The new citizenship law, he 
stated, will be regulated on racial principles. It is essential that 
existing anomalies be abolished, as well as any possibilities for 
misrepresentation which enable some people to call themselves 
“ German citizens of Jewish faith. 

A suggestion for the sterilisation of all Jews in Germany on 
the grounds that most of them suffered from hereditary diseases 
appears in an article entitled “ Eugenic Legislation,” published 
in the organ of the University of Rostock.

News of a new wave of Nazi terror against the Jews has 
reached Berlin from a number of provincial towns. Nazi agitators 
are at work in many centres inciting the storm troopers to violent 
action. Gangs of Nazi storm troopers invaded a large number of 
Jewish houses in Halberstadt, Fulda and Hildesheim, and abducted 
over a hundred heads of Jewish families to the Brown Houses. The 
captives were all mercilessly beaten until they lost consciousness. 
When they regained consciousness they were compelled to sign a 
declaration that their wounds were due to accidents. In Magdeburg 
two Jews named Pick and hron were paraded through the streets 
with posters round their necks bearing the inscription “I 
dirty Jew.” 

Panic broke out at Dortmund last week when a detachment cf 
Nazi Storm troopers marched through the streets in 
formation and took up their stand outside all Jewish shops, 
including the Epa general stores and stopped customers from 
entering. The shopkeepers, fearing that this recrudesence of the 
official boycott might result in excesses, hurriedly closed their 
stores and returned home, where they remained for the rest of the 
day behind barred doors. At the same time huge crowds gathered 
in the Brueckstrasse. Hansarstrasse and Reineeckstrasse, where the

Who are the Atrocity Mongers ? 


While the German press is screaming about so-called “ atrocity- 
lies’ spread by Jews abroad, describing as such the tragic list of 
happenings which are well authenticated and not refuted by the 
Nazi authorities, pamphlets such as this have been distributed in 
Germany. This one, a facsimile of which is reproduced here, is being 
circulated at Miinster. The translation is as follows:

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Jewish shops are mainly situated, and shouted insults at the Jews. 
Jewish passers-by had to seek refuge in the side streets. At no 
time did the police attempt to interfere. In the afternoon the Nazi 
troops were removed, the Nazi authorities being satisfied “that the 
boycott had been enforced no less satisfactorily and thoroughly than 
the one on April Ist.’ The Jewish shops remained closed for fea 
their re-opening might cause a renewal of the troubl>. 

Raids on important Jewish institutions are reported from 
Berlin. An extensive raid took place in the early hours of Friday 
morning on the Medical Consultative Committee, formed by the 
Jewish community of Berlin to assist dismissed Jewish doctors. 
Thirty doctors who were present at the time Were arrested, the police 
claiming that they had discovered a ~ Marxist Propaganda Bureau.” 
The police announcement following the arrest, however, merely 
states that “compromising material” had been found, the usual 
communique issued after every police raid. Among the arrested 


are Dr. Felix Theilhaber, a physician of international reputation, 
and Dr. Speiser, Vice-President of the Uniou of National German 
Jews. The thirty Jewish doctors are still under arrest; all efforts 


made so far to bring about their release have been unsuccessful. 

Dr. Levy, of Berlin, has been abducted by Nazis, and his present 
whereabouts cannot be traced. Some time agothe Nazis borrowed " 
his motor-car for a propaganda tour. Dr. Levy complained to the 
Prussian Ministry of the Interior, and his car was restored, but in a 
hopelessly damaged condition. Dr. Levy then asked his insurance 
company for compensation, and the latter lodged a complaint with 
the Ministry against the Nazis who damaged the car. The Nazis 
have now replied by abducting Dr. Levy. 

The premises of the Hilfsverein (Relief Association) of German 
Jews have been raided by the special political police, and Dr. 
Arnd, the medical consultant of the Association, was taken from his 
desk and placed under arrest. No reason was given. The previous 
evening Storm troopers surrounded the hall in which the well 
known Zionist. Rabbi Prince, was lecturing. and members of the 
audience were placed on lorries and taken to the police station, 
Rabbi Prince was not released until 6 o clock the next day. 

All Jewish lawvers and judges who were permitted to ve 
their offices have again been driven out of the law courts in 
Koenigsberg. East Prussia, while Jewish lawvers in Berlin have 
been given a warning that, in the interests of their own safety. they 
should refrain from appearing. The drive against the lawvers ia 
Koenigsberg started with an anti-Semitic meeting held in the law 
courts. The excitement of the assembly grew as Jewish lawvers 
were observed inside the building in their robes. Proceedings in 
every court were interrupted by tremendous uproar inside the 
building, supported by those who had assembled outside, to demand 
the expulsion of all Jews. An attempt on the part of some of the 
non-Jewish judges to pacify the demonstrators proved unsuccessful, 
and the Jewish lawvers and judges had to escape through the back 
doors. Similar scenes took place in several county courts in 
hoenigsberg, where Jewish lawyers had to flee from @xcited mobs.

American Citizen Assaulted. 

An American citizen, Fred Blumenthal, was attacked by 
youths bearing Nazi emblems while cycling to the Independence 
celebrations of the Hamburg American colony on July 4th. Two 
American flags were torn off his bicycle, and he was so severely 
beaten that he had to seek medical attention. The American 
Consul has intervened, and proceedings are being taken against the 
culprits. 


Dr. Heilmann, for many vears President and leader of the 
Socialist Party in the Prussian Diet, has been arrested.

The VOGTLAENDER ANZEIGER announces that the Municipality 
of Plauen has prohibited all Jews from using the Municipal swim 
ming baths. Even the Jewish school children, who together with 
the non-Jewish school children used to receive instruction in 
ewilmming in the baths, are now barred from all swimming lessons. 

The Medical Faculty of Berlin University has decided to estab 
lish a Chair for Race Research and Hygiene. 

The district Nazi headquarters of Allenstein has prohibited all 
Nazis from entering cafes, restaurants and other places frequented 
hy Jews. The Nazi leaders of Allenstein are determined to enforce 
a complete boycott not only of all Jews, but also of all German 
Arvans who have dealings with Jews.

Jewish communities in Germany are in danger of losing their 
rights as officially recognised religious bodies, as a result of the new 
law published in the Official Gazette forbidding Jews to hold any 
official post in Germany. The law, which also provides that 
statutory religious bodies must not employ Jews, is taken to mean 
that Jewish communities in Germany, which cannot, of course, 
comply with this order, will lose their status of statutory religious 
bodies and all their public rights. As aresult, they will not be 


entitled to claim taxes from the members of the 
community,

The Bavarian Government has confiscated about 80,000 marks 
belonging to the fund raised by the Bavarian Jewish Communities 
and the Central Jewish Welfare Board for the benetit of persecuted 
Jewish students in Bavaria. The Government claims that the fund 
was unauthorised and hence not legally raised. 

The State Commissar of Berlin has notified the Association of 
Kast European Jews in Germany that trading of Polish Jews in 
municipal and public markets will not be interfered with in future, 
This ‘notification follows an enquiry addressed to the Berlin 
Municipality by the Polish Jews, who were being driven out of the 
markets of Berlin in spite of the fact that they held the necessary 
permits from the authorities. 

Jews employed in State service uninterruptedly since August 
Ist, 1914, whether they are officials, employees or labourers, must 
not be dismissed, says a new order by the Ministers of the Interior 
and of Finance, and circulated to all Government and public insti 
tutions. The order affects only a very small number of Jews still 
in State service. 

The boycott of Jewish traders in Saxony was the main topic of 
discussion at the Conference of Jewish Communities of Saxony held 
in Dresden last week. The Conference authorised its Executive to 
make representations to the Ministry of Economy in Saxony with a 
view of checking the boycott movement.

The following reply to the recent debate in the House of 
Commons condemning the persecutions appeared in a semi-official 
German communique on July 6th: 

That the Jewish question is not treated in Germany as a race question 
should be known to Sir John Simon. It is merely a question of reducing the 
Jewish element in public life and other activities to a level in correspondence 
with its proportion to the total population. 

On the very same day, the Upper Bavarian Nazi leader, Nippold, 
speaking in Munich on the alleged intentional starvation of German 
colonists in Russia, said: 

There are still 1,000,000 Jews in Germany who can quite easily be exploited 
as hostages. The day may come when the German people will declare that for 
every German subject who succumbs to Russian conditions ten Jews will 
promptly be hanged on German gallows. 

Efforts are being made by central Jewish organisations to secure 
the incorporation of the Jewish employees in the general labour 
front as a separate entity of the dissolved labour unions, themselves 
now incorporated in the labour front. Little hope, however, is held 
out for the success of these efforts, particularly since during the 
last few days the leaders of the labour front have made a point of 
proclaiming publicly that Jews will not be included in their 
organisation, which is to receive certain privileges from the State 
in which Jews cannot share.

A ceaseless Nazi propaganda is proceeding in the in a and 
attempts are being made to start an anti-Semitic movement from 
the South.

teachers. A weekly paper, LIBERATION, published in North Carolina, 
is endeatouring to begin a movement called the “ Silver Shirts, 
while anew Nazi paper called Dik BRUECKE, has appeared in New 
York. Nazis here are seeking to further Hitlerism by uniting 
German-American feeling against the Jews and by uniting all anti 
Semitic movements, starting from the South. The aim is to 
strengthen the movement and concentrate their forces by making 
it strictly anti-Jewish and not anti-Jew, Negro and Catholic 
us was the ku Klux fiasco. Officials of the Y.M.C.A. have denied a 
charge made by the American-Jewish Congress that their organ 
isations are being used for the dissemination of Nazi propaganda. 

The grossly unscrupulous methods of one Nazi organisation called 
the “Frends of Germany” headed by Colonel Emerson, have been 
exposed by the Jewish press, which reveals that the organisation 
was quoting the names of well known persons on its letterheads 
without their authorisation. Such a case was that of Colonel Donovon, 
Republican candidate for Mayor at the last elections, whose name 
wrongly appeared on the Executive Committee. Nazi propagandists 
received a further setback when Congressman E. Celler, of New 
York, was successful in introducing into the Congressional Record a 
statement of the activities of one Gaffney, exposed by the AMERICAN 
HEBREW.

Continent-Wide Protests: 


Simultaneously, the campaign against the atrocities is proceed- 
ing vigorously. An appeal to German educationalists to recognise 
the rights of Jews and all minorities has been signed by 142 pro- 
fessors of American universities and seventy-seven social scientists. 
With this appeal, the whole field of American life has been covered 

ministers, lawyers, doctors and others having already made their 
protest. The only protest still to be made is an official one from the 
American Government. Meanwhile, a powerful denunciation of 
Nazism has been made by Mr. James G. Macdonald, Chairman of the 
Foreign Policy Association, who recently visited Germany. “ The 
Nazi dentals of cruelty to the Jews,” he declared, “are an insult to the 
intelligence.’ The Nazis, he said, are determined to crush Jewish 
life. No Jew can feel sure of police protection in the 
streets or of justice in the courts. 

energetic measures to arouse American protest and strengthen 
the boycott have been taken by the Jewish War Veterans. who have 
been issuing gummed labels for envelopes inscribed, For humanity's 
sake—don't buy German goods.’ The postal authorities have barred 
their use, but the Veterans are contesting this decision by taking 
legal iteps against the assistant-postmaster of Hartford, Connecticut. 
Mr. Samuel Untermyer, the well-known lawyer, may be asked 
to assist. 

The Relief Fund raised by the Joint Distribution Committee 
has now reached a total of over 700,000 dollars, leaving 1,300,000 
dollars still to be collected. A drive to raise 8,000,000 dollars within 
the next four years for the settlement of German Jews in Palestine 
was decided on at the recent Zionist Convention in Chicago. 
attended by five thousand delegates from all over the United States. 
The Convention further decided to urge the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine to enrol the financial and political support of the League 
of Nations for this purpose, and pledged itself to co-operate with Dr.

Not that the hyp-ereritical will be unable to discover lacunw 
even in this all-embracing work. The present reviewer, for instance 
will never, never forgive Mr. Doniach for not dealing at full length 
Wit the important question of the illumination of the Megilla! 
and for failing to give fuller details as to the whereabouts of tli 
Italian examples of the fourteent': and fifteenth centuries to which 
he so tantalisingly alludes. But the present reviewer is notorious! 
amonomaniac on the subject, and sane persons will be less exigient 

One general criticism only need be made. Mr. Doniach is 
doing an injustice to himself by failing to be move precise in his 
references. It is slightly disconcerting to the reader, after finding 
some statement of exceptional interest on which he requires furthe: 
dletatis, to be informed in the notes at the end of the work that the 
authority is an unspecified issue of Tor JewisH CHRONICLE or one 
of the ninety-odd volumes ofthe Revur pe, Juives. Some 
body, too (I cannot believe it to be the author), should have been 
more careful in reading the proofs of the index. However, nobody 
is likely to be in a fit condition to notice such trivial lapses ou 
Purim. 


A Professor's Special Pleading. 


Poland, by Roman Dyboski (The Modern World, edited by H. A. L. 
Fisher, F.R.S. Benn, 21s.) 


A volume on Poland has now been ad led to this informative series. 


It is, however, unfortunately marred by the crude b'as of the author 


against all national minorities and more especially against the Jews. 
Not only are the few.pages which-he devotes to the latter tendencious : 
they are even inaccurate. For the present misery prevailing among the 
Polish Jews he casts the entire blami@ upon the pre- War rulers of Poland, 
and upon their unwillingness or inability to assimilate with their fellow 
Poles, omitting entirely all reference to the repressions, restrictions, boy. 
cotts, expropriations and the whole armoury of weapons that the restored 
Poland has ruthlessly employed to reduce its Jewish citizens to their 
present state. Polish hostility to the Jews is not new. Even the limited 
constitutional rights granted them by the Tsar in 1995 were resented by 
the Poles when a Jew was elected to the Duma in 1912. 

Over the massacres with which the Polish legionaries inaugurated 
their newly-won freedom, Proféssor Dyboski has always tried to throw 
a veil. He refuses to regard them as pogroms, declares that the 
fore.gn press exaggerated, and seeks refuge behind the commissions 
of inquiry sent out by Great Britain and the United States, headed 
respectively by the late Sir Stuart Samuel and Mr. Henry Morgenthau. 
The learned Professor's special pleading is nevertheless essentially 
and fundamentally incorrect. In the first place, would the two Govern- 
ments mentioned have sent commissions of inquiry if the brutalities 
had not produced a cry of horror throughout the civilised world? More- 
over, Professor Dyboski clearly has no first-hand acquaintance with th» 
reports on which he relies. Here are a few sentences from that of Sir 
Stuart Samuel (1920, emd. 674): ‘* lt has long been proved to my satisfac- 


tion that these troops (those of Gen. Roja from Posen) were promised 
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three days free looting of the Jewish quarter.” 
bir Stuart's colleague, states: ‘' I estimate that not more than 200 or 300 
have been unjustly killed.’’ Sir Horace Rumbold, at that time British 
Minister at Warsaw, commented: ‘‘ Sir Stuart Samuel estimates the total 
number of lives lost at not less than 348... in some cases, as at 
Lemberg, the Polish mob . . . of set purpose attacked many Jews, killing 
52, wounding many more, and doing much damage to Jewish property.”’ 
If this is not a pogrom, what, I wonder, would satisfy Professor Dy boski ? 
Yet Jews can be Poles when it is necessary to prove Polish claims to Vilna!

Notes on Books and Authors. 


It is a curious fact that the first work to appear in France on the 
subject of the Hassidim should be written by a Roman Catholic. M. Jean 
de Menasce, the author in question, is a young man with somewhat 
phenomenal tendencies. He was born in the East. but his studies took 
him to Paris and to Oxford. His peculiarity lies in the fact that while he 


_appears to have developed an absorbing interest in affairs Semitic, he

classify this flowering of the Jewish mystic life, and his chapter called 


*‘An Introduction to Hassidism,’’ is meticulously annotated and very 
carefully written. His choice also of two entire quotations, ‘ The 
Dialogue between a Hassid and a Rabbinist,’ and ‘*‘ The Tale of 


the Seven Beggars,” is felicitous, and forms a pleasing corollary to 
the core of his text. Apart from this, very few Jewish readers will find 
themselves entirely at ease with M. de Menasce : for, however correct he 
may be in his details, the very spirit of the work is subtly out of gear. 
M. de Menasce is a Catholic, and he has approached the remote ground of 
Hassidism vid Calvary and Rome. He goes sight-seeing with a Papa! 
Baedeker in one hand. Consequently, he never approaches any real 
intimacy with a type ef mysticism the essence of which is so intrinsically 
different from that of his own religion. Further, his tendency, conscious 
or unconscious, is to compare one to the other and, by using a form of 
theological analysis which is purely catholic, he makes his Hassidice 
subject suffer under a method unnatural to it. Constrained by his 
awkward position, the author is continually forced to discover or invent 
some flaw in the truths he investigates, to prevent any infringement of the 
Church's monopoly in that respect. As a result of all this, his work must 
have a curious flavour for the connoisseur, augmented by the dry vibrant 
prose which he uses throughout. An interesting book, both for the light 
it throws on its subject and, perhaps even more, on its author. 


The Aggadic portion of the Talmud is an inexhaustible source of 
inspiration to teacher and preacher. Charged with messages infinite in 
variety which “age cannot wither nor custom stale,” it is an unfailing 
spring with the power to refreshen and renew, sustain and strengthen the 
soul of the Jew athirst for the word of the Living God. Whether in joy 
or sorrow, storm or sunshine, it can always be relied upon to yield the right 
word which, clothed with new significance and meaning, becomes a positive 
source of moral sustenance and help. Such is the gentle art of the 
expositor; and Rabbi J, Hiibscher, of Berlin, in his I] Spy" P's 
(Munkacs, 1951), follows in the best traditions of the Aggadic ¢xpositors of 
old, and his book is a welcome addition to this class of literature which. 
despite the more modern tastes, is still holding its ground. Of patheti 
interest as a piece of relf-revelation is his introduction, wherein the author 
relates his sad domestic experiences with special allusion to his troubles 
with “a contentious wife.” 

M. André Maurois’ novel, CERCLE DE FAMILLE (of which an 
translation, with the title ** Family Cirele.” has been published 
fashionable success in Paris. and also a literary success, and for good 
reason. Init he has risen above the somewhat enervating-atmosphere of 
emotional eroticism which characterised his ** Climats.’’ On the contrary 
"Cercle de Famille’’ is built on a solid text from Exodus. **. .. For 
I the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and fourth generation. ; A signifi 
cantly appropriate text to appear on the frontispiece of the work of a 
Jewish writer, enhanced by the fact that M. Maurois once told Frederi 
Lefevre that his real choice of title was * Unto the third generation.’ 
only discarded in favour of Hugo's sentimental line because of its nnwieldy 
French form. This pre-occupation with the problem of the family is a 
peculiarly Jewish one,and M. Maurois’ sensitive treatment is charactevistic 
Briefly , it is the story of an emotional young girl whose outlook is wat pea 
from childhood as the result of sufferings unconsciously inflicted on he: 
by her mother, and who will, in turn, inflict the same tortures on her 
own child. The causes and implications of such an unhappy but 
inevitable position are studied with a psychology which, although owing 
much to Freud, remains individual and subtle. Incidentally, the s ciety 
portraits in the third part of the novel, which occasionally call comparison 
with Proustian methods, have aroused the usual flurry. of speculation 
among Parisian hostesses, similar to the identification parade which was 
fashionable when “ Point Counter Point” first appeared. The identity of

The article by Tartkower discuss 
ing the problems of Jewish education in Poland is of practical moment and 
will well repay even Western Educationists far removed from the centre 
of party struggle for the soui of the Jewish child raging in Eastern Jewish 
communities. Altogether a praiseworthy publication which will evoke a 
cheerful response in the heart alike of Rabbi, student and scholar.

THE VACANT CHAIRMANSHIP, 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the 
Jewish Memorial Council was held on Monday afternoon last at the Ben 
Uri Ait Gallery, Communal Centre, Woburn House. Mr. L. G. BOWMAN, 


who was in the Chair, said that they accepted with deep regret the resig- . 


nation of Mr. F. D. Benjamin on account of ill-health. 

After some discussion as to the steps to be taken to fill the vacant 
Chairmanship consequent upon the death of Dr. Eichholz, it was decided 
to appoint a sub-Committee consisting of Sir Robert Waley Cohen, Dr. 
N. &. Lucas, and Messrs. Herbert M. Adler and B. A. Fersht to deal with 
the matter, 

It was agreed to amend Regulation 8 of the Ellis A. Franklin Prize 
lund to read as fillows: 

No awards shall be made unless in the opinion of the examiner or examiners 
antl also of the Director of Education (or in the case of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board of the Education Officer of the Board) the candidate has 
exhibited work of adequate merit: 

It was also agreed to allocate the Ellis A. Franklin Fund of £30 for 
1954, as follows: Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, four prizes of £3 ; 
Talmud Torah Trust, three prizes of £2; Jewish Religious Education 
Board, twelve prizes of £1. 

With the exception of Durham, which was voted a reduced grant, and 
Chester and Wrexham, which were voted a grant subject to certain 
conditions being fulfilled, various sums were allocated to Classes at 
Doncaster, Bolton, Manchester Talmudical College, Manchester Study 
Circles, Lower Broughton Talmud Torah, Batrow-in-Furness, Luton, 
Bridgend, Darlington, Bangor and the Leeds Yeshiva. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, the Director of Jewish Education, then 
read a number of reports on the work of Classes in various towns which 
he had visited and examined.

No. 714.—Silent Worship. 


My DEAR COUSIN. 


When we were at Wimbledon the other afternoon, you were 
probably struck, as | was, by the intense silence of the audience as 
they watched the players. There they sat in serried ranks, their 
eves alert but not a sound anywhere, save the dull thud of the balls 
on the rackets. Somehow my mind wandered to the Synagogue 
possibly by way of contrast. Here there was quiet, there there was 
din. The more orthodox the Congregationconsidered itself.the noisier 
its service. Even during the Amidah there was not always com. 
plete silence. Yetsilent prayer was welcomed in the Jewish Liturgy, 
and the example of Hannah who, though she moved her lips, spoke 
no word, is frequently commended by the ancient teachers of Israel. 
In laying down rules for the Amidah they say 
so that a man’s neighbour does not hear his words. The recitation 
of the daily Tachnun, when the worshipper indicating that he is 
bowing down before the Divine Presence, places his head on his arm, 
is likewise a form of silent prayer. 

But it is not the highest form. This you may find only at a 
Quakers’ Service. Have you ever assisted at such an assembly ? 
At the appointed time, the congregants arrive and for a full hour 
they sit meditating in silence. I must confess that it is an impres 
sive experience. For Jews who are naturally quick of temperament 
it might be difficult to submit toit. But its very difficulty would 
produce a magnificent educational result. Many of us might find 
in such a service what we miss in the present Synagogue services—- 
a certain sense of inward peace. How many Jews leave the Syna- 
gogue to-day—any Synagogue—feeling spiritually edified? Many 
go out of a sense of loyalty; they desire to show their membership 
of the Community. But many also stay away; and they do so 
hecause the Synagogue gives them nothing. 

To abolish our present Synagogue Service completely is unthink- 
able. It has its roots in the hoary past. is hallowed by a thousand 
historic memories, and in a sense is one expression of the Jewish 
spirit. But might it not be modified in a vew way? Might we not 
with advantage follow the practice of the Quakers and introduce 
into our Sabbath morning Service a ten minutes’ interval for silent 
worship ? | 

The Quakers believe that there is a spiritual power in silent 
worship. A congregation sitting together and contemplating the 
things of the spirit must feel a spiritual uplift. The theory behind 
this method of worship is that in each individual there is an Inner 
Light which is akin to the Divine. In the words of the Psalmist. 
the Lord is nigh to them that call upon Him, to them that.call upon 
Him in truth. Man must reach out to God and God answers. The 
Quaker congregation sits in silent contemplation and if God's spirit 
moves any of the congregants, he or she rises and speaks. There 
certainly are difficulties in this method of worship; often ranters 
afflict the congregation. But Quakers will tell you that on the 
whole they find this method helpful, and in so far as it vields an 
abundance of edification, it must be considered with respect. 

The Quakers have won intense admiration for their high 
standard of conduct. If this manner of worship produces in men 
and women exemplary devotion to truthfulness, sincerity, simplicity ; 
if it makes them outstanding opponents of war; if it fills their 
hearts with genuine love of all men so that they are ready tostretch 
out the hand of fellowship to all who are oppressed, regardless of 
class, race, creed or sex—it surely deserves attention; and Jews 
might with advantage consider whether it is not possible for them 
to learn by the experience of Quakers. The Quakers are frankly 
Christians. They believe that the Fatherhood of God was revealed 
by Jesus of Nazareth. Lt is possible to conceive of the Fatherhood 
of God without accepting Jesus and without his intervention. But 
once grant the principle of God's Fatherhood, cannot Jews subscribe 
to the Quaker doctrine that this Fatherhood “should lead us toward 
a Brotherhood which knows no restriction of race. sex or social 
class 

Yet in regard to authority Jews and Quakers are at opposite 
poles. Jews derive spiritual authority from a Code, and from rules 
laid down throughout the ages for its interpretation. Judaism aims 
at moral perfection by means of a legal system. The Quakers strive 
to reach the same goal, relying not on external authority but rather 
on Inward Light. They hold that God reveals Himself to each 
individual, that each of us by seeking may find spiritual experience 
and the way to goodness, and that each generation is entitled to 
formulate its own expression of its religious ideals. It is one of the 
causes of the religious discontent and apathy in our midst that we 
have not the means of expressing our religious ideals in modern 
language. Our religious leaders do not seem to appreciate the 
necessity for the process. They have not sufficient confidence in 
their own powers, or in the good Jewish sense of their Congregations. 
They are terrified lest someone tamper with the Ark of the 
Covenant. They have no vision. The result ig that the effort is 
undertaken by men who are termed Reformers, Extremists and 
what not. Only now and again are voices heard in the Orthodox 
camp for a re-statement of the content of Judaism in modern terms, 
but they are mostly voices in the wilderness, Here, also, may we 
not learn from the Quakers ?

The Jew is a symbol and, by his mere presence in any society, 
a living reminder of the liberty of conscience and freedom of the 
mind that the modern state accords all its « itizens. Rejection of 
the Jew, therefore, carries with it rejection of those ideals or freedom, 
and especially of the great ethical principles which the Jew and 
Judaism have taught. One such Jewish prin iple is the unity of the 
human race as children of one Father Who is in Heaven, and the 
consequent civic equality of all men in the,.eyes of the State 
MINS 335 BOWS: Ye shall have one manner of 
law, as well for the stranger as for the home-born,” is the repeated 
command of the Torah. A unique Jewish teaching was read yeste) 
day in every Synagogue—the proclamation that true religion consists 
in doing justice, loving mercy and walking in humility before God. 
Another sublime ideal which Israel has given the world is the 
Messianic vision of Peace. It was: the passionate conviction of the 
Hebrew Prophets thatthe time must inevitably come when human 
beings willadopta more rational method of settling international differ 
ences than mutual, indiscriminate slaughter. Western civilisation 
has gradually assimilated these Jewish principles, and has at long 
‘ast made them its own. For over a century, every civilised state 
deems it a primal duty to secure “ life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness” to all law-abiding men; and since the Great War. the 
enlightened peoples dread the recurrence of another World 
conflagration as among the greatest of conceivable calamities. 

Now Nazi Germany angrily repudiates both the Hebraic doctrines 
and the political principles of tolerance and international peace 
that have been built upon them. Nazi Germany knows not humility, 
despises mercy, and outrages justice. In its heathen racialism it 
deties Might, glorifies War, outlaws the Jew. crushes freedom o! 
+peech and action on the part of all pacifists, liberals, socialists and 
radicals; and is perfecting a new technique of oppression that 
connives at torture as an auxiliary method of administration. In 
liaising their voice on behalf of the Jew, therefore, the leaders of 
enlightened public opinion have by their action championed the 
bighest ideals of mankind. 

The Call for Spiritual Relief. 
We, Jews of Britain, are deeply grateful to these latter-day 
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apostles of humanity for their large-mindedness. Their example 
should help us to large-mindedness, and save us from partial and 
superficial views in our. approach to the many-sided and unpre- 
cedented problems of relief now confronting us. Every Jew with a 
spark of Jewish feeling within him has already responded or is 
ready to respond, to the appeal issued on behalf of the victims of the 
new barbarism. And every Jew with a spark of human feeling 
Within him who is not to-day readyto respond, will respond, and 
generously so, as soon as the appalling facts are brought to his 
knowledge. Let it be clearly understood, however, that our utmos€ 
readiness to come to the aid of our brethren would not acquit us of 
moral blindness before the judgment-bar of history, if our help were 
limited to material relief; even if that relief take the hopeful and 
creative form of settling thousands of German-Jewish families on 
the soil of the Holy Land. We cannot, we dare not. remain 
deaf to the claims which the Jewish schools in Germany and the 
seats of higher Jewish Learning have upon our support. For the 
disruption of the religious structure of German Jewry, with the 
resulting weakening of religious faith, would be the crowning 
disaster in this terrible tragedy. GIN" a> onda Sy 
~ Man doth not live by bread only.’ 

\nd none have had a clearer understanding of. this eternal 
truth than the Jews of Germany. Witness their luminous spiritual 
record, both in former and in recent generations. The scholars and 
saints of medieval German Jewry—Rabbenu Gershom surnamed 
~ the Light of the Exile,” Judah the Pious and Meir of Rotenburg— 
have left an imperishable memory behind them; no less so have the 
saintly and scholarly men of the modern period—Zunz and Geiger 
and Graetz, Zechariah Frankel and Samson Hirsch—who have 
written the history of the Jew and of Judaism for us, and in things 
of the spirit have been the mind of world-Jewry. And as for to-day, 
all sections of German Jewry are returning to Jewish values, and 
they tremble for their religious institutions. Unless succour is 
received from outside Germany, these are doomed to extinction. But 
think of the thousands of little children who are knocking on the 
doors of the Jewish Schools, because the State Schools are either 
shut to them or life is made unbearable for them within their walls. 
Can we for a moment contemplate the closing of the few existing 
Jewish schools in Germany? In the light of this Service of Prayer 
and Intercession, at which all sections and organisations of the 
Community are united as one religious brotherhood, our duty is 
clear; and Anglo-Jewry will surely do its share to rescue the Jabnehs 
inthisnew Churban, and salvage the religious life of those hundreds 
of thousands who must remain underthe Swastika. In that religious 
life alone is their safeguard against despair and suicide, therein 
alone lies the invincibility of soul which no tyranny will be able to 
crush, 

One more duty [ must speak of. I shall indicate it by the 
following story told of Rabbi Meir, the renowned Talmudic teacher. 
Rabbi Meir lived in a neighbourhood of violent and lawless men. 
These men sorely vexed and afflicted him, so much that one day he

The Radicals. 


Ry a Correspondent. 


The Radical group in the Zionist Organisation still exists, 
though little is heard of it. Ut was formed mainly for the purpose 
of opposing the extension of the Jewish Agency, and with the 
view of keeping watch on the purity of Zionist principles. But after 
Congress decided in favour of the Agency extension, the Radicals, 
unlike the Revisionists, became part of it. There was, consequently, 
no further purpose for their existence, but the Radicals continued 
to remain a Separate Union. The Union has neither a distinctive 
programme from that of the General Zionists, nor can it boast of 
any following. The Radicals consist mainly of a few leading 
Zionist personalities, of whom Deputy Griinbaum is one, and Dr, 
Nahum Goldmann another. In actual Zionist affairs, the Radicals 
act and yote with the General Zionists. Why a group that has no 
specific policy and is numerically so insignificant, should enjoy the 
rights of being a Separate Union is incomprehensible. The few 
personalities in the group, can, as they indeed do, exercise such 
influence as thev possess in the ranks of the General Zionists 
without the standing of a Separate Union. 


The Mizrachi. 

One of the two chief Separate Unions whose existence, though 
understandable is, however, not desirable for its own sake as well 
as for the sake of closer unity, is that of the Mizrachi. Like the 
Labour group, which stands for a distinctive Zionist philosophy, the 
Mizrachi was formed in the early stages of the movement to fulfil 
a very definite and highly important function. Whether the aim of 
the original founders can be best attained through the methods and 
manner pursued by the Mizrachi may reasonably be quostioned. 
While accepting Zionism as embodied in the Basle programme, and 
sharing full responsibility in all the work for the realisation 
thereof, the Mizrachi aims at stressing the traditional religious 
aspect; it regards the religious element as inseparable from 
Jewish Nationalism. It is not content with merely emphasising 
the abstract religious principle, but endeavours as far and as 
much as possible to impose religious observance in practice. 

Considering that the bulk of Zionist adherents and active sup- 
porters are, generally speaking. Traditional Jews, the Mizrachi 
should have been the most powerful force within the Zionist Organi- 
sation. It is not. Its following, which was never too large. bas 
been decreasing and its influence declining. That the Mizrachi has 
made no headway is in a large measure due to insistence on being a 
Separate Union rather than astimulating group. The average Zionist, 
however Orthodox. has an aversion to a special organisation within 
Zionism to watch over Orthodoxy ; and the less-Orthodox Zionists, 
while in full sympathy with Traditional Judaism, fight shy of the 
Mizrachi for fear of clericalism, so alien to Jewish concepts. Lack 
of men of outstanding ability or influence is another cause that has 
hampered the development of the Mizrachi. 

As an integral part of the General Zionists, the influence of 
those holding strong religions views would be very considerable. 
Hut banded together as a Party they are frequently obliged to engage 
in expedients which are, perhaps, essential from the Party point of 
view, but certainly not elevating from the strictly ethical and 
spiritual aspect. Those anxious not merely to preserve outward 
traditional forms in Zionism, but to safeguard the purity of Judaism 
in its true spirit, cannot afford to indulge in tactics, Party subter- 
fages and compromises that are the inevitable accompaniments of 
Party politics. There is in Jewry an instinctive antipathy to 
religious monopoly. 

Finally, there is the Labour Party, with which I will deal in 
the next article.

wished for their death. His wife, the wise Beruriah, reproved him 
for this, and bade him pray not for the destruction of these wicked 
men but for their repentance. Rabbi Meir offered prayer on their 
behalf, and they turned from their evil ways. May it be the will of 
our Heavenly Father that a similar answer be granted to our pravers 
that the eyes of German rulers be opened to the enormity of their 
assault on the inalienable rights of mau! Oh, for the same blessed 
result to our fervent supplications that the hysteria and hatred 
which now enslave them give place to the realisation that righteous- 
ness alone exalteth a nation. Then will these rulers no longer 
justify their counter-revolution by deeds of terror. but by deeds of 
imagnanimity ; and there will be an end to the apostasy of a great 
people from the ideals of Civilisation and Humanity. Amen. 

Dr. Hertz then offered up the Special Intercession Prayer which 
he composed for recital in Synagogues, and which was published in 
TRE JEWISH CHRONICLE of May 26th.

Congress Arrangements. 


DATE OF OPENING POSTPONED TO AUGUST 21Ist. 


It is officially announced by the Zionist Central Office that the 
Executive have. in agreement with the Chairman of the Zionist 
General Council. decided to convene the General Council for August 
LSth. at Prague. and in connection therewith to fix the opening of 
the Congress for August 21st, instead of the 16th as previously 
arranged. 

The opening session will be held in the Lucerna Hall, and the 
following sessions in the Prague Municipal House of Representatives. 
The Bureau of the Congress is at Celetna, 31, Prague, Czechoslovakia. 
The telegraphic address is “ Congrezion, Praha” ; the telephone num. 
her 65.829 and Postal Account No. 28089. The Bureau Director is Dr. 
Franz Kahn; Secretaries, Dr. Fritz Ullmann and Dr. Oska Ascher. 
mann. Visitors’ tickets can be obtained from the Bureau. Should 
the demand for them be too great; the Bureau may distribute them 
in conjunction with local organisations. At present only tickets 
for all the sessions are available, and these are in four classes, priced 
respectively 500, 350, 250, 150 crowns (the crown is at present worth 
about 2d.), There will be standing room, allotted daily only, in the 
Congress Building. Orders for tickets should be submitted before 
July 3ist. Only those orders which are accompanied by payment 
will be considered. 

Various publications in connection with the Congréss will be 
available as follows: Printed Report of the Executive Committee 
(30 crowns); the “ Congress Journal,” daily, during the sitting of 
the Congress and the Council of the Jewish Agency, in German, 12 
numbers (abroad, 24 crowns); Report of both meetings, in German. 
The price of all the publications together is 150 crowns. 

The Prague Chamber of Commerce is arranging its own 
Information Bureau in the Congress building for supplying business 
and economic information free to all participants. 

Travel information can be obtained from the Jewish Travel 
Committee, Prag 1, Postfach 85. 

Further information will be supplied in connection with cheap 
visas, railway facilities and accommodation, etc. 

Meetings of the Jewish Agency. 

The Executive of the Jewish Agency has decided to hold the 
Third Ordinary Meeting of the Council of the Jewish Agency on 
August 31st and September Ist in Prague. The Zionist members of 
the Council will, in accordance with the Constitution, be appointed 
hy the Zionist Congress. With regard to the appointment of non. 
Zionist representatives of the various countries, the Executive will 
issue the necessary instructions in due course.

THE FEDERATION'S LOAN. 


“MARKING A NEW ERA.” 

A large gathering attended the reception given by the President 
and Executive of the Jewish National Fund at the Communal Centre 
last week in connection with the investment by the Federation of 
Svnagogues of £10,000 in land in Palestine. 

A presentation was also made by Lord Melchett to Mr. M. H. 
Davis, L.C.C., President of the Federation, of photographic records 
of Mr. Davis's activities on behalf of the Federation in the vicinity 
of the Balfour Forest during his recent visit to Palestine. 

Mr. Ronert B. SoLomon, the President of the Jewish National 
Fund, who presided, said that gathering was marking a new era, 
since it bad been customary fo associate the work of the Keren 
Kayemeth [Isroel in the past with small donations. On that 
occasion they were associated with a great Federation which was 
making an important investment. 

Lord MELCHETT said he hoped the example of the Federation 
would be followel by other organisations. Let there be no doubt 
whatever that the terrible situation with which Jewry was faced 
to-day, was not going to clear up rapidly. He wished it would. The 
debt which they of the younger generation owed to those who had 
the foresight and vision to build up Eretz Yisrael, was one that 
would not be realised in their life-time. Mr. Davis was the instru- 
ment through which the loan had been negotiated. 

Professor 8S. BRODETSKY, in associating himself with the presenta. 
tion, congratulated the Federation on the vision which it had 
displayed in investing its capital in this way. The return would be 
the knowledge of taking a very important share in the rebuilding 
of the one thing which mattered to the Jewish people at the present 
moment, namely Palestine. 

Mr. Davis returned thanks for the presentation that had been 
made to him and, on behalf of the Federation, presented the cheque 
for £10,000 to Mr. Robert B. Solomon as an investment in the Keren 
Kayemeth. It had given him and the Federation the greatest 
delight to associate themselves with Eretz Yisrael, and they would 
be happy to know that they had done in their time a little to help 
their brethren.

In the political fleld, Revisionism stands for the proclamation of the 
Jewish State secured by a Jewish numerical majority as the ultimate 
objective of Zionism. It calls for the introduction of a scientific coloni- 
sation regime, and special legislation to promote Jewish settlement and 
industry. 

Although the various Zionist parties hitherto opposed to Transjordan 
settlement are now regarding it with more favour, the Revisionist 
is the only party with a definite political and economic programme aimed 
at the settlement and development of Transjordan. ?

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Einstein and the Hebrew University. 


Good Reasons for Standing Aloof. 


From Dr. A. FELIX. 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE. 
Sik,—The statement by Professor Einstein reported in your last 
issue is a reply to the sharp criticism directed against him by Dr. 
Weizmann at a public dinner organised by the American Jewish 
Physicians Committee in New York on June 30th. I should like. 
as one who knows the facts, to corroborate that Professor Einstein's 
reply is a perfectly correct statement of the facts. 

Professor Einstein's help was invaluable during the early stages 
of the creation of the Hebrew University, with which he associated 
himself early in 1921. When he resigned, in’ 1928, from the 
Curatorium of the Hebrew University, the very fact of his resigna 
tion and the reasons which had prompted this decision were skil 
fully obscured and withheld from the Zionist and general Jewish 


public. The present statement by Dr. Weizmann that Einstein 
recently refused to join the Hebrew University “for reasons that 
are not justified” is a further attempt to mislead public opinion. 


It is well known to me and to a few Zionist leaders that Dr. Weiz- 
mann s real opinion is that Einstein's reasons are justified. 

Many years have now passed without any such steps having 
been taken as would tend to restore to all supporters of the 
University confidence in its future organisation and progress. It is 
much to be regretted that Dr. Weizmann still thinks it policy to 
attack Einstein, instead of facing honestly and manfully the impli- 
cations of Einstein’s resignation and his subsequent attitude. 

The present time is of particular significance for the growth of 
the University, and the Jewish cause can only be served in this 
respect by adherence to the highest academic traditions. To those 
who appreciate Professor Einstein's high moral purpose, any 
cr.ticism of him can only recoil on the heads of the critics.

LONDON CONGRESS. 

At the invitation of the Inter-University Jewish Federation, the 
World Unien of Jewish Students, of which Professor Albert Einstein is 
President, is holding its international Congress in London on August 2nd. 
rd and 4th. The following Organising Committee of the Congress has 
been appointed: The Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, Chairman; the Rt. Hon. 
Lord Melchett, Treasurer; Mr. P. D. J. Druiff, Hon. Secretary ; Dr. Z. 
Lauterpacht, Chairmanof the World Union; Mr. L. J. Stoll, Chairman of 
the Inter-University Jewish Federation; and Mr..L. Bakstansky. 

The Congress will be attended by representatives of the Jewish 
Student Federations in Austria, Denmark, Danzig, Germany, Great 
Britain, France, Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, Palestine, Poland, Rumania 
and Switzerland. It is hoped that Canada, the United States and South 
Africa will also be represented, 

The opening session of the Congress will be public, and will be held 
at Woburn House on the evening of August 2nd, following a reception to 
the delegates given by the First Lodge of Eugland of the B'nai B'rith. 
Professor S$. Alexander, O.M., will preside, and the speakers will include 
Sir Philip Hartog, Professor N. Bentwich, Professor 8. Brodetsky, Dr. Ch. 
Weizmann and Dr. Stephen Wise. The two principal papers at the 
Congre:s will be read by Professor L. B. Namier and the Rey. M. L. 
Perlzweig. Professor Namier will speak on the position of the Jewish 
student in relation to the crisis in Jewish life to-day, and Mr. Perlzweig 
will deal with the policy and tasks of the World Union and its relations 
with the International Institute of Intellectual Co-operation of the League 
cf Nations. 


Talmud Torah Trust. 


Last week Mr. and Mrs. Leon Edelshain were “At Home” at 
the Beth Am, 1, Minster Road, N.W., to the teachers of the Talmud 
Torahs affiliated to the Trust and to the members of the Education Com- 
mittee of the Trust.

Jewish professors. Alternatively they demand the return of their 
endowments. As is well-known, numerous dismissals of Jewish 
professors have taken place. 

Frankfort University before the War was the only one supported 
by endowment and not by the State, and as the state-supported 
Prussian universities barred Jews from professorships, a number of 
patrons made non-discrimination an express condition of their 
endowments. “No reservations will apply on religious grounds 
to professors to be appointed to any professorial chair.” reads a 
clause of the Foundation Settlement of September 28th, 1912, 
ratified in almost identical terms by royal decree on August Ist, 1914. 
Accordingly, there is a long list of Jewish patrons, both German and 
non-German, some of whose endowments amount to millions of 
inarks. Carl Maver von Rothschild founded the dental clinic; 
Charles Hallgarten., the therapeutical institute; Theodor Stern, 
the pharmacological institute; Ludwig Edinger, the neurological 
institute. The George Spever foundations and bequests amount to 
several million marks: Jacob Schiff founded a chair for Semities ; 
Katharina and Moritz Oppenheim (who recently committed suicide), 
a chair for Physics ; Wilhelm Boun a Law Seminary; Otto and Ida 
braunfels a Romanic Seminary: and there are scores of others. 

In cases where the condition of non-discrimination was made, 
it was accepted by the city of Frankfort and ratified by the Prussian 
Siate. It will be interesting to see what defence the Frankfort 
University authorities can put up. 


French Prime Ministers Hint to Germany. 


M. Daladier on “A Human Problem.” 


A strong hint to Germany to cease persecution of its citizens 
was made inthe course of an address by M. Daladier the French 
rime Minister, at Apt. Vaucluse. 

“France, he declared, believed that no Government had the 
right to interfere in the affairs of another State on the grounds of 
differences in political regime. They themselves would not tolerate 
similar interference in their own national life. ut, he went on, 
“when a human problem is raised in the international field the 
French Government will always raise its voice in favour of the 
spirit of liberty and justice, as it has done recently at Geneva.” 


Protest in Hungary. 


Upper House Applauds. 

Marked approval greeted a powerful protest against the perse- 
cutions, delivered in'the Hungarian Upper House by M. Adolph 
Fraenkl, representative .of the orthodox Jewish Community and 
President of the Hungarian Orthodox Chancellery, during the 
budget debate. 

“ The German State,’ he declared, “has deprived hundreds of 
thousands of my co-religionists of their rights. We are not alone 
in following their fate with sympathy ; the whole of humanity does 
so. The news of the calamity which has befallen them has aroused 
indignation all over the globe.” 

Referring to the recent Berlin visit of the Hungarian Prime 
Minister, General Goemboes, M. Fraenk! said that he was confident 
that the Premier would continue to stand aloof from all extremist 
tendencies. (It will be recalled that General Goemboes broadcast 
on this subject some time ago), 


German Minorities Condemn Discrimination. 


“In Conflict With Minorities Principles.” 


The Committee of Jewish Delegations has received the following 
telegram signed by Deputy Wilfan, leader of the German Minorities 
in Italy, and President of the Congress of National Minorities, 
the main Commission of which has met in Vienna, and Dr. 
Ammende, General Secretary of the Congress : 

The Session of the main Commission of the Minorities Congress has con- 
cluded to-day and a resolution was pease emphasising the unassailable 
solidarity of the Minorities groups in Europe, and declaring that all those 
Minorities which are united in the ranks of the Minorities movement stand 
lirm just as they have done in the past by the fundamental principles for which 
the Minorities Congress has stood and fought in all the eight years of its 


existence, 

This resolution follows a request to Dr. Ammende by Mr. Leo 
Motzkin, President of the Committee of Jewish Delegations, that 
the German Minorities in the Congress make a eategorical state- 
ment condemning anti-Jewish discrimination in Germany as being 
in conflict with the fundamental principles of the Minorities 
movement and calling for a resolution in this sense at the next 
Congress in September. 


Danzig President Boycotted. 


Warsaw Jews’ Protest. 


The Jewish members of the Warsaw Municipality have made a 
strong protest against Hitlerism in connection with fhe visit to the 
Polish capital of the new Nazi President of the Danzig Senate (a 
post equivalent to that of Premier of the State of Danzig), Dr. 
Rauschning. Councillor Alter, the leader of the Bundists. 
demanded at a meeting of the Municipal Executive that the 
Municipal Reception organised in honour of Dr. Rauschning be 
cancelled as a protest against Hitlerism. His proposal was not put 
to the vote, but the reception was boycotted by the Jewish 
Councillors, who all refused to take part in it as representatives of 
the Jews, who constitute about a third of the population of. Warsaw. 

Following his arrival, Dr. Rauschning declared in a statement 
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to the Press that the Jews in the Free City would not be treated as 
in Germany. “The Aryan Clause,” he said, ~ will not be adopted 
in Danzig. The Free City has its Constitution guaranteed by the 
League, and all her citizens have equal rights.” Like many other of 
his assurances this statement has been received with great 
scepticism. When the Warsaw Town Council entertained him at a 
special reception, the Jewish councillors remained absent and issued 
a sharp protest. 


Tightening Up the Boycott. 
Polish Jews Close Up Loopholes. 


The United Jewish Relief Committee in Warsaw has held a 
special meeting, in which representatives of nearly all the larger 
provincial towns participated, in order to strengthen the boycott of 
German goods in Poland. Cases had tees found where German 
goods had begun to enter the country with the help of 
certain traitorous Jews. The Committee has worked out a plan 
by which the boycott is to be carried out all over the country, pay 
ing particular attention to preventing goods entering into Western 
Poland. Many towns in the Poznan and Katowice districts, on the 
German frontier, have for vears been entirely dependent on imports 
from Germany. The Committee has now established local sub- 
committees to see that the Jewish population and especially 
merchants. do not handle German goods. It was also decided to 
carry out a total boycott of German spas. 


Jewish porters in Warsaw have decided to refuse to handle German 


goods. 


Czech Jews in Germany. 


Free to Export Possessions ? 


An agreement has been reached between the Czechoslovakian 
and German Governments (according to information received by 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) whereby Czechoslovakian citizens 
residing in Germany who wish to go back to Czechoslovakia will be 
permitted to take with them all their money and possessions. The 
currency restrictions now in force forbid anyone to export more than 
two hundred marks in cash or valuables from Germany except by 
special permit. The arrangement provides that the emigrant's money 
should be deposited in the German Reichsbank to the account of 
German exports to Czechoslovakia. When the emigrant arrives in 
Chechoslovakia, the money which he has deposited in the German 
bank is refunded to him by the State Bank of Czechoslovakia. 

Very few Jews of Czechslovakian citizenship are, however, in a 
position to avail themselves of this concession. They are even 
afraid to approach the Reichsbank to have their money transferred 
to Czechoslovakia, because in every such case steps are immediately 
taken by the authorities to begin a trumped up action for falsifi- 
cation of income-tax returns or some similar charge. Informers 
are never wanting to give false evidence against Jews for this 
purpose, and the result is that the Jewish refugees usually prefer 
to leave their possessions in Germany rather than run the risk of 
interrogation and possibletrial. Others are remaining in Germany, 
in spite of the great hardships they have to endure, in the hope 
that, after all, some opportunity may be afforded them of leaving the 
country not quite destitute. 


— 


Representatives of the South African Jewish Board of Deputies have 
interviewed Mr. J. H. Hofmeyr, Minister of the Lnterior, on the possibilities 
of facilitating the immigration of German Jews to South Africa. An 
influential Committee has issued an appeal for a fund for the settle- 
ment of German Jews in Palestine and for the general relief of German 
Jews inside and outside Germany. The appeal calls for the formation 
of special fund-raising Committees in every centre. Cape Town and 
Johannesburg alrealy report the setting up of such Committees with the 
participation of Mr. M. Alexander, K.C., M.P., and other public figures, 
and substantial sums have already been raised. 

Over one-hundred and twenty delegates representing practically all 
the Jewish societies of Buenos Aires took part in a public meeting held 
to discuss united action in aid of German Jews. It was decided that a 
campaign be launched to collect 500,000 pesos (£3,600) for the colonisation 
in Palestine and for immediate aid. Two-hundred volunteers are already 
organised for the work, a noteworthy feature of which is the harmonious 
co-operation of Ashkenazi and Sefardi Jews. 

Nearly £15,000 has been collected so far for the Palestine Fund for the 
relief of German Jews. , 

The Jewish National Fund has allocated 1,000 dunams of land in the 
Wadi Hawareth area for the settlement of fifty Jewish families from 
Germany. 

The Turkish Minister of Public Instruction is reported to be favourably 
considering applications for posts in Constantinople University of a number 
of German Jewish professors. 


BEWARE OF NAZI PROMISES! 


Merchants Lured Back to Germany. 


Londoner's Father Imrrisoned. 


News has came to light (writes a representative of THE JEWwIsH 
CHRONICLE) that a number of German Jewish fur traders who had 
sought temporary refuge in London, Warsaw and Paris have been 
lured back to Germany under false pretences. A few weeks ago, 
these refugees received messages from Nazi quarters offering them 
freedom from molestation if they returned to Germany and helped 
to restore the fallen fortunes of the Leipzig fur trade. Deceived 
by these promises, twenty of them, including about half-a-dozen 
from London, returned—only to find themselves trapped and 


imprisoned on charges of arranging to transfer their business and 
capital,

It is quite true, sa‘d Mr. Kestenbaum, that there have been 
similar cases of returned Jews being imprisoned without trial. 

I learnt from Mr. Kestenbaum that all this will only have the 
effect of intensifying the boycott which was put into operation 
months ago and is having a devastating effect upon the Leipzig fur 
trade. 1 was told that a strongly worded protest is to be sent 
to the proper German authorities and that a protest is also to be 
lodged by the fur trade of America. The trade in France is already 
up in arms at this disgraceful piece of trickery and itis certain that 
the last word has not yet been heard.

Friendly Society Leaders on Germany. 
our Correspondent. | 


The position of the Jews in Germany overshadowed all normal 
business at the Conference of the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies which was held last week. Both Lt.-Col. Charles Waley 
Cohen, who presided, and Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P.. one of the 
Association's Vice-Presidents, took care. however. to make it clear 
that the best service Friendly Societies could render 
strengthen their organisations and close up their ranks. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., stressed the importance of pressing 
on with normal work, as once Jewish organisations relaxed they 
could no longer make their contribution to the common effort. He 
described Germany's object as the splitting of Jewish forces with 
the ultimate aim of bringing destruction to the Jewish people. 
‘Their answer must be to close up their ranks. He also suggested 
that certain sections which were opposing the policy of the Com- 
munity might be induced to come within the Friendly Sociéty fold 
if the proper arguments and appeals were used.

World Alliance Meeting.

Further Provisional Statistics. 

Although the final totals will not be ready for some time, the 
Department of Trade and Commerce of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics in Ottawa issues a series of bulletins showing various 
statistics as and when they arecollated. From them it would appear 
that there are about 156.000 Jews (73,750 males and 77.250 females) 
in Canada out of a total population of just over 10,000,000, or about

Tue largest number of Jews are situated in the p-ovince of 
Ontario, with just over 62,000 Jews, while there. are about 60,000 in 
the province of Quebec, and about 19,000 in the province of Manitoba. 
Jews in the other Provinces number approximately 1,900 in Nova 
Scotia, 1.250 in New Brunswick, 5,000 in Saskatchewan, 3,600 in 
Alberta and 2,600 in British Columbia. It is interesting to note that 
up to the present the official records show that there are 19 Jews on 
Prince Edward Island, 2 Jews in the Yukon and 2 in the North-West 
Territories.

Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Kiddies’ Thanks to “ The Jewish Chronicle.” 


The 44th annual report of the Jewish Branch of the Children’s 
Country Holidays Fund has been issued. It states that during the 
vear, 1,756 children, selected from the pupils who attend the 
Elementary Schools of the Metropolis, enjoyed health-giving 
holidays at the seaside and in the country. Those weakened by 
sickness, and those of poor physique were regarded as best qualified 
for the benefits of the Fund. The children were comfortably 


housed in fifteen centres, including the “ Mentor’ Memorial 


Home, the benefits of which were available for the first time. 


This new departure—the Fund's own Home—proved a complete 
success. Ailing children need special care and sympathetic 
attention, and the work of their supervision can commend 
itself only to those to whom such a special responsibility appeals. 
The Committee are, and have been for vears, most fortunate in 
securing the services of teachers whose hearts are in their work, 
and who feel recompensed by the knowledge that they help to 
provide health and happiness for the little ones. Some 221 elder 
boys and girls were accommodated at Hollington, Southsea, Herne 
and Bognor, and a party of 62 children were sent away for a 
month by the New West End Synagogue Service League. The Com- 
mittee state that the beneficial effects of the fresh air upon the frail 
constitutions of those who were selected last year was simply 
wonderful. On the day of departure one was struck with the wan 
and pallid appearance of the children assembled at the railway 
stations. After a fortnight’s change it was almost impossible to 
realise that they were the same children. The report adds:

Lucas-Tooth Physical Training Institute. 

An excellent display of physical drill was given on Thursday evening 
in last week at the Institute Gymnasium, Fair Strect, Bermondsey, by 
the members, some of whom are representatives of Jewish clubs. Thre 
main object of the Lucas-Tooth Inst tute is to train young men as 
“ leaders,” so that they can go out and give the benefits of their training 
to members of boys’ brigades, s-out movements and similar organisa 
tions. The gymnasium at Fair Street is equipped with all the latest 
apparatus for physical drill, bat in view of the opinions of certain 
critics that the “leaders” were unable, or found it difficult, to impart 
know ledge to others in clubs or institutes where there was no apparatus, 
the programme in the display was divided into two sections 
with and without apparatus. The display given by these young 
men showed how well they could teach without a»paratus. With 
amazing speed and precision the “leaders’’ went. through the -items, 
and the applause they received was well merited. The performance 
included physical training, games, boxing, agility exercises, self-defenc> 
(Ju-Jitsu methods) and vaulting: and the words of command were given 
entirely by the “ leaders ’’ who had been trained at the gymnasium. The 
success of the display, which was the third of a series of six, was ina 
large measure due to the superintendence of Major W. K. Garnier, the 
Director, and his assistant instructors, Capt. W. A. Pinkerton and Mr. J. 
Cassford. Mr. Stanley Smith, Organising Secretary of the Boys’ Brigade, 
mldressed the young men, and said that their performance was one of the 
best he had ever witnessed. He felt that the Lucas-Tooth spirit would be 
carried on when they gave their services to their own clubs and institutes. 

Major General the Karl of Athlone, Chairman of the Lucas-Tooth Boys’ 
Training Fund, has promised to preside at the display on Tuesday next 
and distribute the prizes. Thenext session of the Institute will begin the 
first week in October. Particulars of this course and of the activities of 
the Institute can be obtained from Mr. 8S. C. Lee, the Secretary. 


Orphans’ Jewish Relief Organisation. 


The third Annual Garden réte in aid of the funds of the Orphans’ 
Jewish Relief Organisation was held at the “ Limes,” 16, Woodberry Down 
(by permission of Mrs, Splitter and sons) on Sunday week. Dr. W. M. 
Feldman, who presided, expressed his thanks to the members of the Coim- 
mittee ant to the Chairman, the Rev. .A. Palatnick, for their untiring 
efforts on behalf of the Orphans. The Rev. Mr. Birenbaum associated 
himself with the tribute to the members of the Society. Mr. 8. London, 
in declaring the Féte open, said that he had personal experience of the 
plight of the poor and orphaned children in Poland, having visited that 
country recently, and had seen the distressir g plight of the various orphan 
homes in Pinek and other towas. He thanked the Chairman, the Rev. A. 
Palatnick, and the Secretary, Mr. W. Finklestein, for their good work on 
behalf of the Organisation. The Rev. A. Palatnick said that although 
stress had been laid on the position of the Orphans’ Homes in Poland,

“AN EMINENT MANCHESTER MERCHANT AND CITIZEN.”

Many institutions and individuals combined last week 
honour to Mr. Nathan Laski, on the oceasion of his seventieth 
birthday, and in recognition of the public services he has renders il 
for the*past fifty years, both to the Jewish Community and to the 
City of Manchester. Hundreds of letters and telegrams of con 
gratulation have been received from all over the country. and « 
series of public functions has been held in Manchester and pre 
sentations have been made in recognition of Mr. Laski'’s work. 
, At the Jews’ Schoo! Prize Distribution an illuminated address. 
the work of pupils of the School, was presented to Mr. Laski by Mr. 
H. L.. Behrens, on behalf of the Managers. | 

On Wednesday in last week a special meeting of the

Jewish 
Board of Guardians was held at Frankenburg Howse. mr. 2. 


Lazarus, J:P., who presided, said that they were met to offer their 
sincerest congratulations to Mr. Laski on the double ov cusion of his 
seventieth birthday and the conferment on him of the honorar, 
degree of M.A. by Manchester University. Mr. Laski had shown 
himself a leader among men, and had helped the city in every 
branch of social service and philanthropy. His life's aim was first 
and foremost the Cause of Judaism and the welfare of the suffering 
poor and the distressed. There was no charitable work in the city 
with which his name was not associated, and he was a living 
example to others that men do not live for themselves alone. The 
Community were justly proud of him. A life-size portrait of himself 
was presented to Mr. Laski by Mr. Lazarus, on behalf of the Board. 
Mr. Laski returned the portrait to be hung in the Board Room, and 
it was resolved also to present a copy of it for Mr. Laski’s own home. 

Mr. A. Frischmann associated himself with the tributes, as also 
did Alderman S. Finburgh, Mr. A. Lisbona, the Hon. Secretary. Mr. 
Neville Finburgh, the Treasurer, Councillor D. Gouldman. the Rey. 
J. Phillips and Councillor Leslie M. Lever. . Mr. Lisbona. in 
presenting to Mr. Laski an Uluminated address signed by all the 
members of the Board, recalled that Mr. Laski had been actively 


associated with the Guardians since 1896. 


Mr. Laski, after thanking the Board for its tributes and con- 
gratulations, made an appeal for the Board. It was the premier 
Jewish charity, he said, but he had one regret—that the Jewish 
Community were not doing their duty towards it.. It had alwavs 
Leen the pride of the Jewish people to say that they kept their own 
poor, but unfortunately that could not be said to-day. Distress was 
very great, and the Community should make more saerifices. The 
Poard had to appeal, unhappily, to the Public Assistance Committees 
for larger sums each year, and he was afraid to tell those members 
of the two Committees present that they would have to ask for very 
much more help this year. My. Laski said that his own work had 
been governed by the thought that while he was alive he must do 
all he can for those less fortunate than himself—he preferred to give 
while still living instead of waiting until after death. He hoped 
that. ifthe Community thought he had added some lustre to the 
Jewish name, they would show their appreciation of it by coming to 
the rescue of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 


University Honour. 


On Friday, at the University Degree Day celebrations, the 
honorary degree of Master of Arts was conferred upon Mr. Laski. 
The Vice-Chancellor (Dr. W. H. Moberly), in an introductory speech, 
referred to Mr. Laski and a fellow honorary graduand as “two 
citizens of Manchester who have done yeoman service to the 
Community.” Professor J. L. Stocks presented Mr. Laski for his 
cegree in these terms: 

I present to you an eminent Manchester merchant and citizen whose long 
cereer of public service proves eloquently that here in Manchester, at least, a 
Jew who is proud of his Judaism may also be an Englishman of whom English 
nmenare justly proud. He has devoted himself whole-heartedly to the service 
of his own people. By his public and private generosity, by the wisdom and 
moderation of his counsel, by the intimacy of his knowledge of their life and 
thought, he has earned for himself among them a unique position. We have 
present proof of this in the spontaneous tributes aroused by his seventieth birth- 
day, not without tangible fruits in the endowment of Kfar Laski in Palestine 
nnd of the Nathan Laski Scholarship at the Manchester Grammar School —fit 
reminders of his power to move others to give in a good cause and of his 
dctermination that the charity which begins at home shall not end there. 
It is fitting to say also that the name which he bears has won additional honour 
from the public service of a gifted wife and two distinguished sons. We greet 
the proud husband and father, the generous friend of the sick and of the poor, 
the shrewd and conscientious magistrate. We rejoice to add him to the roll of 
our graduates; and in spite of his seventy years, seeing that he bears them so 
lightly, we feel justified in wishing him many more years of active service to 
his family, his people, his city and his country. 

The Sabbath morning Service at the Great Synagogue 
was specially marked to honour Mr. Nathan Laski. The Lady 
Mayoress and the Stipendiary Magistrate were among those 
present. The Rev. Ephraim Levine, of London, delivered the 
sermon in the course of which he said he was struck by the strong, 
healthy life of the Jewish Community in the city, which could not 
but be due in great measure to Mr. Nathan Laski, who bad given of 
his best for half-a-century in its service in every way. There was a 
great traditional relationship between the Jew and the civic life of 
the city, and where the Jews were so respected and appreciated it 
was due to one or two outstanding characters who had interpreted 
the Jews to the Gentiles and made them honoured in consequence. 
In Manchester that appreciation had grown through the mediation 


vf such men as Natban Laski who, as President of the oldest and — 
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leading Synagogue in the city, had infused the Jewish spirit into 
the life of the Community. 
Synagogue Reception. 

In the afternoon a reception was given by the Synagogue 
Executive at the Cheetham Assembly Rooms in honour of Mr. Laski. 
Over 400 guests attended, and Mr. Herbert A. Nathan. J.P... was in 
the Chair. Those present included several non-Jewish clergymen. 
A COpy of the Pentateuch (Mr. Laski's own choice as a gift) was 
presented to him on behalf of the congregation. Mr. Nathan spoke of 
the congregation s re gard for Mr. and Mrs. Laski and the members 
of their family. Mr. Laski, in reply, said that the Jew who entered 
into public life must always do so through the portals of the syna- 


gogue. The Jew who was proud of his race was respected by the 
members of other faiths. Mr. Laski appealed to all to make more 
sacrifices for the German Relief Fund. That would be a sufficis nt 
recompense to him, he said, for any work he may bave Jone for the 
synagogue. Mrs. Laski also responded. 

Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.. proposed the toast of “The Great 


Synagogue.” Mr. Levy Davis, Warden, responded. The health of 
the Chairman was proposed by the Rev. Ephraim levine, and Mr. 
Herbert Nathan responded. ‘ 

Mr. Laski entegtained to tea over 600 Jewish children from all 
the local schools at the Brigade Hall, Elizabeth Street, on Sunday. 
Mr. lL. Sunlight organised the function and the entertainment was 
provided by Habonim. On behalf of the children, a welcome was 
riven to Mr. Laski who Wis rec eived it Boneh ot Gredud Dvorah, 
Of Habonim. Mr. Laski addressed the children, stressing the import. 
ance of their upholding their Jewishness. 

On Sunday evening, a banquet in honour of Mr. Laski was 
given at the Midland Hotel. Mr. Simon Marks presided, and among 
the several hundred gues's were Mr. KE. G. Hemmerde, K.C., 
Recorder of Liverpool, and Mr. B. B. Benas, and representatives of 
Jewish and non-Jewish communities from all over the country. 
Mr. Marks said that Mr. Laski had spent his life in the service of 
the Jewish people and had worked with exceptional courage and 
unsurpassed devotion. His services went far beyond the confines 
of Manchester,and Anglo.Jewry regarded him as one of its foremost 
leaders. They hoped that the colony in Palestine, named after Mr. 
Laski, would flourish and be a source of pride to his family. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree prop sed the toast of “ The Guest of 
Hlonour.” Such a representative gathering, he said, was an emblem 
of the esteem in which Mr. Laski was held. By honouring him they 
honoured themselves. Mr. Herbert A. Nathan, Mr. Albert L. Belisha, 
and the Mayor of Salford supported the toast. Mr. Belisha, referring 
to. Mr. Laskis work for the’ Jewish Hospital, said he had been 
authorised’ by the trustees of the Bernhard Baron Fund tocontribute 
a further £2,000 to that Hospital-as a“ birthday gift” to Mr. Laskt. 
The Mayor of Salford, speaking on behalf of the whole of the 
citizens of his city, expressed their congratulations. Mr. Laski, he 
said, was noted for his broad humanity which was shown also by 
his donation to the Salford Roval Hospital. The name of Mrs. 
Laski was added to the toast. Mr. Norman M. Jacobs, Hon. Secre 
tary of the Testimonial Committee, read the illuminated address 
presented to Mr. Laski, which was signed by all the members of the 
Committee. 

In responding, Mr. Laski expressed his thanks for all the 
honours bestowed on him. He had given of his best, he said, no! 
only to his‘own people but equally to his fellow-citizens in Man 
chester. He always felt that he owed a duty to the public that lay 
not merely within the narrow confines of the Jewish people, a duty 
which was due to the whole society of which the Jewish Community 
formed a part. He was proud of being a Jew. He made reference 
to the loyal support he had always received from his wife,and: felt 
sure that his children and grandchildren would carry on the 
tradition of his family. 

“Kfar Nathan Laski™ was the toast proposed by Alderman 5%. 
Finburgh, and seconded by Mrs. Dorothy Quas-Cohen. Mr. Dan 
Kostoris presented the cheque for £4,000 collected, and announced 
that a further £750 had been donated during the evening. 

Professor Brodetsky, receiving the cheque for the colony from 
Mr. Laski, said that the name of Mr. Laski would be immortalised 
in the colony in Palestine. He referred to the German Jewish 
pioneers of Kfar Nathan Laski, who would now be able to welcome 
several of their less fortunate brethren from the land of sorrow 
and trouble.

Talmud Torah Schools. 


A well attended meeting of the newly-elected Council was held 
last week, with the President, Mr. S. H. Steinart. J.P... in the Chair. 
Votes of condolence were passed with the families of the late Mrs. 
Goller and Mrs. Almond. Congratulations were tendered to Mr. 
Nathan Laski, on the honours conferred upon him by the University 
and to Dr. and Mrs. B. Hirson on their Silver Wedding. The Chair 
man welcomed the new members of the Council and delegates from 
Synagogues, and expressed the hope that they would co-operate in 
furthering the great work of the Talmud Torah in the education of 
Jewish bovs and girls. Referring to the recent conference on 
the opening of a branch in the Chorlton-on-Medlock and Hulme 
districts, he said that more information on thé -subject was 
needed. In the discussion, Messrs. B. Love. S. Reisler, H. B. Franks, 
1. Libbert, S. Cowan, A. Auerbach and others stressed the need for 
the establishment of a branch Talmud Torah in that area. The 
Treasurer, Mr. E. Raffles, presented a financial statement for May, 
showing income £408 and expenditure £432. He drew attention to 
the constantly increasing overdraft to the bank—now £2,561. The 
balance still due to the builders for the extensions, he said, was 
over £1,000, .Messrs. B. Dulberg. |. Libbert, 8S. Rosenbaum, B. 
Forster and I. Sunlight took part in a discussion: and Mr. A. M. 
Sandler, J.P.. moved, and Mr. H. Sunderland seconded, the adoption 
of the accounts. Rabbi H. Levin reported on his visits to the 
school. The Principal, Dr. lL. W. Slotki, in his educational report. 
said that the new voung teachers were successful in their work, and 
now practically the whole of the staff was trained in the Talmud 
Torah itself. The number of girls was increasing, and the 
attendance was excellent, The School Services were conducted 
entirely by the pupils. 


Lord Meichett and other members of the Executive of the Maccabi 
World Union of Jewish Sports Organisations will visit Manchester on 
Sunday next in connection with the national campaign of the British 
section of the movement. A full day’s programme has been arranged by 
the local Bar-Cochba Association. 

The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was presided 
over by Mr. Nathan Naski, J.P. The reports showed that 314 cases had 
been relieved during the month at a cost of £602; that 11 loans had been 
eranted, amounting to £118; and that the Medical Officer, Dr. Robert 
Green, had attended to 39 cases and paid 60 visits to home patients. Mr. 
Neville Finburgh, the Treasurer, submitted a financial statement for June 
showing income £146, expenditure £683 and a deficit of £536. 

The bi-monthly meeting of the Jews’ Benevolent Society was held at 
Levi House, Carnarvon Street, on Sunday. Mr. H. Beenstock was in the 
Chair. Mr. 5. Rosenbaum, the Treasurer, moved the adoption of the 
Report which showed that 24 loans to the value of £134 10s. had been 
¢ranted, and that one marriage grant had been given. Messrs. E. Jacobs 
and E. Fox also spoke. 

The Maccabean Club gave a luncheon at Levy’s Restaurant on Monday 
in honour of their President, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. Dr. Philip Wigoder 
presided, The Toast of *‘ The Guest of Honour’ was proposed by Mr. H. 
Finklestone and seconded by Mr. John Btesh. 

In an address to the Manchester County Forum, on “ Infantile 
Mortality,’’ Dr. Hugh T. Ashby said that, whatever part of a town 


was inhabited by Jews, in that part the infantile mortality was the - 


lowest. In Cheetham and Cheetham Hill, where the poorest Jews lived 
in the worst surroundings and in some of the worst houses, the infantile 
mortality was far less than in the rest of the city. According to the 
Statistics for 1931, the rate of infantile mortality in Cheetham and 
Cheetham Hill was under sixty per thousand, while for the whole of the 
city it was over eighty. The reason for the difference was, he said, that 
even the poorest Jews looked well after their children at whatever 
sacrifice to themselves. 

Last Sunday Mr. P. Gold presided at the Annual Meeting of the 
Central Synagogue Youths’ Services. The election resulted as follows: 
Messrs. P. Gold, President; H. Cline, Vice-President: P. Harris. 
Treasurer; J. Levey, Warden; 8. Levin, Hon. Secretary: A. Clayton, 
representative of the Junior King David Beacon ; and a Committee of five. 

On Sunday next, at 3.45 p.m., the Annual Meeting will be held at the 
Jewish Fresh Air Home and School at Delamere.

THE MEXICAN REVUE (Strand). 

One of the primary functions of good revue is to reflect with 
general truthfulness, despite comic exaggeration, the atmosphere of 
its native surroundings. I have never been to Mexico, but, to judge 
it by the show at the Strand, the abolition of distance by modern 
invention has had a marked effect on the former empire of the 
Aztecs. But there is plenty of local flavour left, and we are able 
to see that though the Atlantic civilisation of metallic music 
und hustle has soaked into Mexico there is still plenty of 
native colour left. The very provincialism and the somewhat 
hoyden boisterousness and vigour are refreshing if a trifle over. 
powering at first blast. Lupe Rivas Cacho is a sturdy Carribean 
who sings songs that I am sure [I should find very amusing were 
| to understand the language, and the sketches given show 
that these Mexicans have inherited from the Latin part of their 
ancestry the ability for vivid acting and the expression of the droll. 
The shawls and decorative platters are just sufficiently vet not too 
exotic to bear the mark and virtue of authenticity—and the hard, 
brittle voices of the Mexican ladies are definitely distinctive. In 
this display of bucolie energy and unaffected naivety the jaded 
theatregoer will find something of freshness even though he may 
reflect that all the raw edges are so devastatingly prominent as to 
make Europe look like a prefect among a crowd of fourth’ formers. 
An old gentleman whom I met at the theatre, whose philosophic 
brow and boulevardier eve testify to his powers of thought and 
observation, remarked to me after the show that Geneva and all its 
conferences had not revealed as had this revue, the maritime power 
of Mexico. I believe those were his words. What could he have 
meant ? 


AFTER DARK (Vaudev'lle). 


Here we have avery clever little show that ought to delight 
everybody of average intelligens ¢. So often a revue falls by reason 
either of too subtle allusion or of too uninteresting obviousness, 
Ronald Jeans has happily avoided this fault and has trusted his 
bright sketches to first-class comedians. Nelson Keys has plen‘y of 
opportunity for showing his brilliant powers of comedy, his astute 
Observation and his ability for that kind of critical mimicry which 
is @ssential to good revue. Charles Heslop is another outstand ng 
urtist in the show, and the storin of applause which his skit on a 
Wimbledon player evokes is more than merited. Another delight 
fully funny item he gives ts one of those “ painfully jolly” laughing 
songs that usedto be the inevitable accomplishment of a certain kind 
of social nuisance at the endofthe last century. The ladies have also 
plenty of opportunity to shine, and are given one of the neatest 
little topical skits, The Bronté Sisters,” to perform. This item is a 
sheer jov with its gentle trony and the ingenious musical commen 
tary on” Stormy Weather,’ to which it is set. Louise Brown sings 
and dances with charm and personality, and Betty Frankis imparts 
her spirited character to the numbers she sings and livens up every 
scene she participates in. Betty Davies ‘is a very clever little 
comedienne wholhas a bright way of depicting the female counterpart 
of what among men would be called. the “ silly-ass “ type. Harold 
Turner dances excellently, and Roy Royston’s charming manner and 
“wdimirable voice form an enjoyment apart. The penultimate item, 
"The Drama Replies to the Halls,’ which shows us what would 
happen if the “crazy craze invaded the legitimate theatre, with 
Bud Flanagan bursting in upon a Haymarket comedy, deals with an 
idea of many possibilities. Some ingenious showman should ponder 
this and see what could be done (>)! 

SHALL WE SAY. GRACE (‘*Q’”’). 

The clumsy attempts of a well-meaning mamma to secure a 
happy marriage for her daughter forms the theme of this very 
amusing littl comedy. Many of the lines are distinctly witty and fall 
with that best of graces for such things, naturalness. Mamma, 
very conscientiously played by Hilda Bruce-Porter,even goes to the 
length of conspiring to have a false cable sent announcing the death 
ofan errant husband to test the reactions of a starchy MLP. who 
has through many years posed as the “ widow's” worshipper, only 
barred from offering marriage by the existence of her legal attach- 
ment. One naturally expected the “killed” husband to turn up: which 
he did. But the “ widow” saw through his beard, and no end of fun 
resulted from her determination to pay them all out for the silly decep- 
tion. The play was undoubtedly Lris Hoey’s who,as the “widow,” made 
the most of every line and won endless laughter. It was quite a 
joy to watch the skill with which she built up the fragile story 
and went just far enough along the lines of conventional exaggera. 
tion to keepthe almost farcical atmosphere at the right temperature. 
of mirth. The whole cast supported her admirably, and I left the 
theatre meditating onthe perfect example I had seen of good actors 
making a play. 

MUSIC. 
A Chamber Orchestra, 


One presumes that the promoters of the “New Chamber 
Orchestra,’ which gave a concert at Wigmore Hall on Monday 
evening, want to see their venture become a permanent feature 
of London music life. In that case it was a pity they adopted 
such a title, for there must come a time when the orchestra will 
no longer be “new.” One could not assume that the name referred 
to the kind of programme the orchestra intends to play, for even 
the Respighi item is not particularly novel to-day, and Boyce, 
Gluck and Mozart are all tolerably well known. The orchestra 
has a good string basis, free from that distressing stringiness 
which such orchestras too frequentiv have, but phe wind is 
not too good. The flautist in the well known Gluck air seemed 
quite unable to cope with the melody or to make it sound
